A letter from Warren B. Hastings, 


General Manager of the Ontario 
Motor League, received not long 


ago, throws some ‘interesting light | 


on the activities of that organiza- 
tion which has been helpful in 
developing tourist trade in this 
area. 

Mr. Warren notes at the outset of 
his letter that “the Ontario Motor 
League is currently erecting its sec— 
ond 100,000 OML direction and 
warning signs.” 

“As you are aware,” he continues, 
“it Was the only agency eretting 
such signs in this province for many 
years. Since the Dept. of Highways 
ass¥med the responsibility for road 
signing provincial highways, the 
Ontario Motor Leaue has confined 
its road signing activity to second- 
ary roads and especially the roads 
in resort areas.” 

_ Mr. Warren points out that the 
Ontarlo Motor League has played 
a leading part in the cultivation of 
the lucrative motor tourist traffic 


and recalls that “it was as a direct 


result of the OML's campaign that 


'| international license exchange was 


established, starting with the recip- 
Tocity in licenses between the 
Province of Ontario and New York 
State on May 9th, 1916. Prior to 
that date motor tourist traffic was 
relatively q mere trickle . .. What 
& flood tide it has become as indi- 
cated by the recent release of the 
Department of Travel and Public- 
ity of Ontario to the effect that 
during the first eleven months of 
this year some five million “long- 
staying tourists visited Ontario . . . 
a total that very appreciably ex- 
ceeds the population of this proy- 
ince!” 

The League's general manager 
points with pride to the fact that 
“a very important part of the an- 
nual incursion of tourists from the 
United States is routed here by 
the Constituent Clubs of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association, which 
is allied with the Motor League 
through the Canadian Automobile 
Association, the national federation 
of the recognized clubs, leagues and 
associations of motorists in all the 
provinces, of which the Ontario 
Motor League is the largest,” 

Turning to the background of the 
league's formation, Mr. Warren re- 
calls that “the nucleus of the On- 
tarlo Motor League was established 
through the collaboration of the 
pioneer automobile clubs of Hamil- 
ton, Kingston, Ottawa and Toronto 
in 1907, The oldest of these was the 
Toronto Automobile Club. A dinner 
meeting convened for the purpose 
of establishing the Toronto Auto- 
mobile Club was held in the old 
Queen's Hotel, Toronto, in 1900, 
That was three years before the 
start of motor vehicle registration 
in this province and the establish- 
ment of the first speed limit. 
The pioneer clubs launched the 
Toad signing operation which has 
been a continuous function of the 
Ontario Motor League. In the days 
of tiller steering and demountable 
tonneaus, dusters and Goggles, the 
officers and directors of the motor 
Clubs held sign posting bees.” 

The function of the Ontario 
Motor league, it was surprising to 
learn through the executive officer's 
letter, has not been confined to one 
field of activity, Among the many 
other public services to which the 
Ontarlo Motor League lays claim 
is the establishment in collaboration 
with the Red Cross and St. John 
Ambulance of Highway First Aid

BUT THERE'S STILL ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT 

Ald. W. S. W. Breese, as Chairman of Lindsay's 
Works Dept.. reported to fellow councillors this week 
that he had been told Lindsay’s streets were cleared of 
snow better than any other place his informant had seen. 
This was a nice compliment to be paid and it indicates 
that many municipalities are not as fortunate as Lind- 
say when it comes to snow removal. However, this 
should not make us complacent because no matter how 
good the job is being done now there is always room for 
improvement. 

On Monday morning, Queen Street, while adequate- 
ly plowed out and passable for traffic was nevertheless 
somewhat dangerous to drive along. The road was 
ploughed close to the pavement in the centre whereas 
each side was tilted and rutted, creating the risk of a 
sideways skid. This would indicate a need for more 
efficient curb-line snow removal, a job which is often 
hampered by parked cars. This in turn can only be 
remedied if adequate anti-parking regulations are put 
into effect during the months when snow removal is in 
progress. 

While on this subject, it has become the custom in 
some parts of town to park not only on the roadway but 
on the sidewalk as well. This is the case on Victoria 
Ave. N. in that block on the right hand side of the street 
between Kent and Peel Sts. Cars have frequently been 
noticed parked on sidewalks in other parts of the town, 
causing the pedestrians some inconvenience. 

Shall we now proceed to remedy some of those 
conditions which are in need of attention?

THIS CURIOUS WORLD 

Coffee is drunk with meals, and often in lieu of 
meals. So apparently most people consider it a food. 
Yet coffee pays a Federal sales tax, from which foods 
are purported to be exempt. Hence in each successive 
tise of coffee prices (another is now in sight) Canadian 
coffee drinkers pay a compounded penalty as compared 
with their fellow coffee drinkers in the United States. 

Part-of the penalty is the duty. _ Tariffs for revenue 
have never been the proud boast of the Government that 
levied them; they were always “protective tariffs”. So 
presumably our coffee tariff (on which we also pay the 
sales tax) is to protect our vast coffee plantations. Or, 
if these are not vast, perhaps not even extant, 
maybe the coffee tariff is a protection for tea, if we had 
any tea plantations. Since we haven't and since we 
also have a tariff on tea if foreign-grown, would this 
tea tariff be a protection for our protection-paying 
coffee ; or at least for the duty and sales tax thereon? 
Or is it just where we're sitting? 

In any case, only a few years ago it seems to have 
been odder still, when Ottawa was collecting four to 
eight cents a pound duty on tea and subsidizing it 
ten cents a pound; and was collecting three cents a 
pound duty on coffee while subsidizing it four cents a 
pound. —The Globe and Mail.

Surgical Correction of Defects in 
Children 


“It happens in some homes that 
a child is born with a defect which 
will not endanger his life but never- 
theless may seriously handicap the 


development and growth of —-the 


child if allowed to remain uncor- 
rected.” 

I am quoting Dr. Colin C. Fer- 
guson, Winnipeg, Canada, in Can- 
adian Medical Association Journal 
Among the several defects mention- 
ed by Dr Ferguson are harelip, 


cleft palate, cysts (soft growths on 


the skin), hernia, lop ears unde- 
scended testicles, hydrocele and 
others. 


‘These defects, while not danger- 
ous, can as above stated. interfere 


with growth. and development and, 
what is often.more important, can 


cause an inferiority complex which 


affects the child's health and hap- 
piness.

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Let Your Basement Heat 


Over a basement window open- 
ing to the east, south or west, 
a do-it-yourself hobbyist can 
easily construct a hotbed. 

The heat which escapes from 
the window will never be missed 
by the house occupants. To sup- 
ply it to your plants by any oth- 
er means would cost consider- 
able in equipment and current. 
Through the window access to 
the hotbed can be obtained in 
cold weather without exposing 
yourself to the outside air, In 
mild weather the work can be 
done by lifting the sash outside. 

The working-drawing herewith 
gives details for a two-sash 
trame, 6x6 feet. If a single 
frame, 3x6 feet is preferred the 
necessary changes cam easily be 
figured. 

In front of the window make 
an excavation, about a foot deep. 
The size must be figured care- 
fully, so that a frame set in 
it can be covered by window or 
hotbed sash you plan to use. 
As in the case of other hotbeds 
and cold frames a glass substi- 
tute may be used on the sash, 
if desired. 

Build a frame to fit in the ex- 
cavation. The sides must slant 
sharply from a point above the 
window, almost to the ground. 
Fit the sash on this frame, using 
hinges at the top so the sash 

H may easily be raised for ven- 
| tilation. Earth may be banked 
| around the frame to keep out

the cold; and the sides should 
be as tight as possible to keep 
out the wind. 

The frame may have to be 
caulked where it joins the foun- 
dation to prevent drafts, other- 
wise it is built like the garden 
type, using a standard or odd 
size sash as you choose. 

Heat is supplied to this bed by 
opening the basement window, 
and allowing the heated base- 
ment air to enter the bed. The 
window is left open at night. 
Hotbeds of this type have been™ 
tried and tested, and although 
they do not maintain tempera- | 
tures as high as other kinds the 
heat will be more eyen.

Ald Harrigan -We have a differ- 
ent flankage allowance for every- 
thing we do. 

"Reeve! Buller -The unfair thing 
is, as I've sald before, that they 
are paying 52 mills instead of 60. 

Ald. Harrigan -There are two sides 
to the picture. |. 

Ald, Breese -There should be a 
more equitable distribution 
a man on paved road pays more 
than a man on dirt road, where- 
as the dirt roads cost more to keep 
up, 

Asked to give some comparative 
figures, Assessment Commissioner 
Harold Baty did so, He said that if 
the Road Charges are put on the 
mill rate \t is no encouragement for 
the people on dirt roads (with lower 


assessments) to put in paved roads. 
He sald if it was put on the general 
rate the man on the paved road 
would still pay the greater share. 
However, if the people on the dirt 
roads were charged for the oiling 
and some of the patching, they 
would want paving done, and would 
see the advantage of having it 
done. 

Ald Harrigan -I spoke to Mr. 

When were the 
rates increased? 

Mayor Hick -At the end of 1950 . .

{ll take considerable study. 

Ald. Breese -It isn’t, right that. 
there should be a maximum on 
dirt roads and none on paved, Both 
should at least pay on the same 
basis... 

Ald. Maidens -It isn't fair now 
and hasn't been In the past . . we 
shouldn't rush into It, it’s been going 
on for years ots perhaps a special 
meeting to deal with this would be 
In order . 

Mayor Hick said that the proper 
time to revise, as far as Town Office 
procedure is concerned, would be in 
the Pall. 

A committee of the Mayor and 
Alds. Maidens, Breese and Harrigan 
are to study the matter thoroughly 
and a special meeting called later.

Chief of Police John Hunter is 
apprehensive about the answer to a 
worrisome question. “I wonder,” 
he asks, “how many citizens of 
Lindsay will become the victims of 
a traffic accident during 1954? 
More vehicles are being added to 
our streets and highways every day. 
increasing the hazar@ for both 
motorist and pedestrian. 

“There is no easy approach to 
safety and like so many other 
worthwhile human endeavours, the 
Problem needs just as much per- 
Spiration as it does inspiration,” 
observed the Chief today. 

The Chief went on to say “the 
Public is inclined to dismiss traf- 
fic accident causes by pointing to 
such things as unsafe vehicles, 
drinking drivers and bad weather 
Conditions.

The real diffi- 
culty in any effort to develop safe 
driving and walking conditions lies 
dn the need to persuade each driver 
and pedestrian to take inventory of 
his or her habits.

Driving Habits 


Lindsay Chief Urges Motorists 


to an accident, 
near miss. 


The Chief said that “because traf= 
fic fatalities are spread throughout 
‘he year it comes as a shock to 
learn the annual toll at the year- 
end, and last year was no exception. 
One thousand and seventy-nine peo- 
Ple died on streets and highways 
in Ontario as a result of traffic 
accidents in 1953. Still others were 
so badly injured that their chances 
of recoyery are slight. 


“At this season of the year, once 
temperatures drop below freezing, 
driving conditions become more 
hazardous. Tests show that at twen- 
ty miles per hour it takes a car 21 
feet to stop on dry pavement. But 
on hard-packed snow the distance 
lengthens to 62 feet and on glare 
ice, 209 feet are required. 

“If frosted windshields and the 
danger of carbon monoxide are 
added to these factors, it will be 
realized that winter driving de- 
mands extra care and caution!” he 
warns. 

I conclusion, Chief Hunter said 
that “speaking as a police officer, 
I know too well that there is no 
easy Way to learn that someone in 
your family has been killed in a 
traffic accident. There are few 
comforting words available to the 
officer who bears the tragic news

CHURCHILL AGAIN USES THE RIGHT WORD 
AT THE RIGHT TIME 

Winston Churchill has established « well earned 
reputation for using the right word at the Tight time; 
and he maintained that reputation in answering the 
rumours which had been circulated that he is prepared 
to resign his leadership of the Conservative party in 
Great Britain on the return of Queen Hlizabeth. “A de- 
lusion” was what the old master said; and he hardly 
could have used a more descriptive word. 

To anyone who has followed Mr. Churchill's career 
since he entered Parliament it has been obvious that 
the only manner in which the Conservative party could 
zet rid of him as leader—should a majority of the party 
do so—would be to “fire” him: to put someone else in 
his place. The hurly-burly of politics has been in his 
blood since he was a youth; he was born into it, as a 
matter of fact. In addition, there is considerable of 
the actor in his make-up and we have yet to hear of a 
successful actor who willingly deserted the footlights. 

Most important, however, is the fact that Churchill 
is enongh of an egotist to realize fully his value to the 
party which he leads and the regard with which he is 
held in the eves of the public, even many who are not 
of his own political persuasion. His two likely succes- 
sors both are able men, particularly the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Mr. Butler. Neither of them, however, 
has the altributes which have made the Prime Minister 
so Valuable to his party and to the country; his color, 
his instinct for knowing when to exercise his natural ag- 
gressiveness and when tio use the softly spoken word. 
Neither of them have his ability—a valuable one for a 
political leader—to work the opposition up to a frenzy. 

Like the traditional cattle barons of the old United 
States south west, Mr. Churchill has one great desire; 
10 die with his boots on. And he probably will.

Beekeeper Passes 
After Long Illness

The Village of Oakwood lost one | 
of its most highly respected citi- 
gens and the Township of Mariposa 
one of its pioneer residents in the 
passing of John C. Davidson after 
a long illness Mr. Davidson died 
Thursday, January 29th. 

Mr. Davidson began life as @ 
farmer but later became interested 
in beekeeping, a business which he 
followed for the greater part of his 
life. He kept bees in the village of 
Oakwood for many years and later 
pened an additional apiary in 
rural Mariposa. The product of 
his apiary became widely known | 
for its quality and people came 
from distant points during the sum- 

mer season to acquire their win- | 
ter’s supply of his famous clover | 
and buckwheat honey. | 

Being in the beekceping bus-| 
urally made Mr. Davidson 
iship was sought |

village. He was generous with the | 
product of his apiary and many of 
the boys and girls of those former 
Gays will remember the happy hours 
they spent about the extraction 
sampling delicious honey- | 
comb freshly sliced from the brim- 
ming frames of newly-haryested 
honey. Not a few of these people 
will recall too that Mr. Davidson's | 
business was often a source of rev- 
enue to them.

Mrs. Malcolm Emerson, Dis- 
trict President, delivered a most 
impressive paper on agriculture and 
Canadian Industries, and said: 

“Agriculture is our most impor- 
tant single industry. It employs a 
quarter of our gainfully-occupied 
population. Our geographic boun- 
daries of population and settle- 
ments are expanding, science and 
agriculture are pushing the fron- 
tiers of our civilization and nation- 
al life, not only father west, but, of 
more significance, farther north. 

“The invention of the tractor, 
the binder, the combine and other 
farm implements has been thrust- 
ing our population westward, and 
has increased its penetration into 
the great productive land areas. 

“Every civilization rests on a dif- 
ferent basis of resources. Adam, 
when forced to till the ground, was 
using the resources of agricultural 
soil, and when we produce atomic 
| energy from uranium we are tap- 
ping not only a deeper layer of the 
earth, but of intellect. Given our 
vast basic resources and the natural 
energy and skill of enterprising 
people to develop them, it is not 
surprising to find material well- 
being, flourishing as it does in 
Canada. 

“The economic welfare of the 
whole nation is affected by changes 
in farm income and purchasing 
power, This cannot all be learned 
in books. Farming is an ancient 
|occupation and has gathered around 
it a vast fund of wisdom transmit- 
| ted from father to son, on the thin 
| alr of oral tradition and living ex- 
| ample. We must not under-estimate 
the worth and power of this rural 
lore and technique. 

“The period of war left its indel- 
ible mark on our countryside. We 
now know that great numbers of

our people, especially our youth, 
were uprooted by war service and 
war industry. When the conflict 
ended, 2,000,000 Canadians were un- 
settled and had to find their way 
back to the normal pursuits of a 
nation at peace. We must not for- 
get that a large number of these 
uprooted men and women came 
from farms and smaller communi- 
ties. In the rehabilitation process 
scores of thousands of them did not 
return to the land. Thus our rural 
Canada has been impoverished by 
the failure of these splendid young 
| people to resume their places on the 
| farms. Of course, there are several 
reasons why they did not return, 
economic, social and cultural. These 
| reasons are significant and must 
engage the attention of govern- 
ments and other agencies in their 
efforts to enhance the vocation of 
agriculture, and challenge young 
people to stay on the farms. 

“If farm life is not made more 
attractive and profitable, We cah 
expect fewer young people in our 
rural areas, more vacant farms, an 
increase of absentee farmers, and, 
as a result, deteriorated country set- 
tlements. It is not just commonplace 
to say that the farm is the back- 
bone of the nation, it is an econo- 
mic and basic fact. It is a matter of 
history that the two oldest arts of 
civilization are agriculture and ar- 
chitecture -- man was first a plant- 
er, then a builder, We have a duty 
to cultivate and cherish the calling 
of agriculture, so that young folk 
will recognize the call of the soll, 
as the call of God. 

“It is a challenge to all of us to 
work for improvements for rural 
people to enjoy and share in the 
advancements and privileges of 
modern science and progress. This 
involves good roads, electrification, 
better schools, telephones, health 
services and the modernization of 
the country homes. We can co- 
operate with every agency that 
seeks to improve conditions for 
those who live on the land -- De- 
partment of Agriculture, Federation 
of Agriculture, Farm Forums, W.L.’s 
and the many other organizations 
that stand ready to serve, and make 
available leadership, whereby rural 
community life may be strengthen- 
ed. 

“Phe development of short term 
Wheat and the opening of new min- 
ing regions has resulted in the pen- 
etration of our Canadian civiliza- 
tion to further Northern reaches. 
The discovery of oll in the West 
brings promise of new communities, 
new citizens and new resources. 
There have been more new discov- 
erles in the last fifty years than in 
one thousand years before, we 
wonder what the next. half century 
will bring!

School days are imdeed a poor 
Preparation for life if students are 
not taught to face problems, to pre- 
serve what they have received from 
a blood-bought heritage, to work at 
their tasks honestly, without guess- 
ing, without cheating and without 
copying, said Dr. Sidney Earle 
Smith, president af the University 
of Toronto here Friday night. Dr. 
Smith was the principal ker at 
the formal opening of the $1,000,000 
new Lindsay Collegiate Institute. 


He went on to say that the above 
preparation is not in any textbooks, 
but in the examples by the 
teachers. Dr. Smith said that fol- 
lowing World War 1, people had seen 
what happened following an educa- 
tional system without 2 moral basis. 
He said that the idea of giving young 
lives a sound moral basis has “been 
obscured by the busy world beating 
in” on some teachers in some 
countries ... but that teachers 
must share the responsibility of giv- 
ing that basis to youth along with 
the church and the home. 

Dr. Smith prophesied that child- 
ren who would be educated in the 
new collegiate here would not be 
given over to the “cynical indi- 
yidualism” abroad today, with its 
attendant mottoes of “dog eat dog”, 
“devil take the hindmost”, etc. He 
sald that they would not think it 
a weakness to be kind, chivalrous 
and considerate, not think it fool- 
ish to be a hard worker. He pro- 
phesied further that those children 
would be more concerned with “giv- 
ing than with having -.- . more 
concerned with creating instead of 
possessing”, 

In opening his remarks he said 
he was honoured to be present to 
participate in the formal opening 
of the new school. He said he had 
listened with deep interest when 
Premier Frost compared the opening 
of the school to the launching of a 
ship, for he, himself, had been born | 
in the Maritimes and knew the 
meaning of such a Jaunching — the | 
hope of success and the great things 
expected to come to pass. “L.CL 
has been refitted. . . I watch the | 
launching of this new ship as it sets | 
again on its course in the hands 
of a very gifted crew.” 

The salient fact, he said, is that | 
the elementary school, the second- 
ary school, the college and the uni- | 
versity all have a part in our edu- 
cational system and they must all 
work together. 

He said that “we of the universities 
and colleges do not regard ourselves 
as the top brass, the snobs of edu- 
cation .., we do not regard ourselves | 


as the elite, the elect and the an-§ 


nointed.” He said that universities | 
must be on guard that they do not | 
retreat to an Olympus and look | 
down on those beneath, for they 
must work with all other branches | 
of education to perform the mom- 
entous task of building the youth of 
Canada, "We of the universities | 
and you of the schools are engaged 
together towards a common goal 

. fighting against apathy, ignor- 
ance and intolerance. 

He said that as he looked over the 
new school he could not help but) 
think of the adyances made in edu- | 
cation in Canada in the past 100 
years. He stated that he had gone 
to a “tattletale grey schoolhouse” in 
Cape Breton and that it was “un- 
sightly, unsanitary, and unseemly”. | 
He praised the fine schools of to- | 
day, including the new one here | 
for their opportunities. 

Dr. Smith said that the “more im- 
portant element m our educational 
system 15 the teacher and the call- 
bre of the teacher.

New Polio Vaccine

better weapon in Ste fignt against | 
infantile paralysis. 

A new polio vaccine is now being 
perfected for general release. 
Doctor Andrew Rhodes -- ree- 
earch director of the Hospital for 
Sick Children at Toronto disclosed 
the details in Vancouver today. 

Rhodes s a tormer member of the 
Connaught Laboratories team at tae 
University of Toronto which helped 
develop gamma globulin as a tem- 
porary protective measure. 

He says this year will see more 
experimental use of a new vaccine. 
He said that the currently popular 
gamma globulin is merely stop-gap 


| discovery in the battle against polio. 


He says it was found to be effective 
only for 2 few weeks while the new 
vaccines stimulate the body to pro- 
duce anti-toxins which offer longer 
protection against the major polio 
viruses.--BUP

According to a statement from At 
O'Neill, Jr. manager, one goal al- 
lowed in last Tuesday's Junior game 
| with Oshawa was definitely not 
| scored, because the puck did not) 
cross the goal line. Ab. claims he was 
standing at rignt angles to the goal 
line on the west side of the rink 
and as he saw it, a player of the 
Oshawa team shot the puck from 
just inside the blue line, which carne 
in contact with the goal post and 
glanced over to the east side of the 
rink in the Circle, the players still 
continued to play the puck until the 
referee's whistle stopped play. Re- 
feree Payne skated in from outside 
the blue line, picked up the puck and 
skated to centre ice for face-off 
which indicated in his (O’Neill’s) 
opinion a goal had been scored. Mr. 
O'Neill says he immediately left his 
position in the west seats and made 
his way to goal judge Lou Hen- 
nessey to inquire as to why he would 


Lou informed him that he did not 
flash the-light, because no goal 
was scored. This was the second 
goal that was allowed by the referee 
that was not called by the goal| 
judge). Mr. O'Neill charges that 
teferee Payne did not on either oc- 
casion consult the goal judge as to 
why he did not indicate a goal had 
been scored by flashing the light. 

“There are”, Mr. O'Neill continued 
“3 minor officials in every hoc- 
key game, two goal judges and a 
time-keeper who deserve and who 
always act with courtesy to a referee, 
when a questionable decision arises. 
According to the way Referee Payne 
handled this situation by completely 
ignoring Lou Hennessey's impartial 
Judgment was not becoming to a 
person whom I consider to have 
been the ploneer referee in this 
district, and one who administered 
justice without fear or favour in the 
past.”

‘There wasn't any passenger train 
service east of Lindsay for over 19 
hhours last week after two freight 
trains collided west of Omemee. 

Two westbound ONR freights 


were in rear-end collision west of 
Omemee station at the height of 
fe blinding snowstorm. The collision 
is reported to have derailed and 
burned the caboose on the lead 
train, derailed the engine of the 
train which rammed it and removed 
e car of cyanide consigned from 
Lakefield from the tracks. No one 
was injured in the accident although 
Conductor O'Sullivan and rear-end 
Brakeman Gill, both of Toronto, 
are said to have jumped for their 
jives when the collision became 
inevitable, They were in-the caboose 
which was later derailed, wrecked 
and burned, The crew on the second 


train was also uninjured in the 
wreck. This train wes running 
under Conductor O'Lougalin and 
end Engineer Montemiglio, both of 
Lindszy. 

An unconfirmed report says 
that the lead freight developed en’ 
trouble and was making for

Passengers bound for Peterbor-

A resident of Omemee told “The 
Post” next morning that logs were 
peing heuled on one of the two 
freights and that the force of the| 
impact sent at least one of the logs | 
shooting some distance up the rail- 
way right of way. 

‘The accident occurred during one | 
of the season’s heaviest snowstorms 
wheih reached blizzard proportions 
in the rural areas. 

No one was hurt in the accident, 
but conductor Jack O'Sullivan of 
the standing freight jumped just 
2 second before the crash which 
could have killed him.

Toronto, Feb. 10 (BUP) -- The | 
Alcoholism Research Foundation of | 
Ontario reports after a survey that 
70 per cent of the adult population 
of Canada drinks liquor, wine or 
beer. 

The Foundation says more than 
six million Canadians drink -- and 
140 thousand of them are alcoholics 
and unable to contro) their drink- | 
ing. 

This figure puts Canada sixth in 
the world in its alcoholism rate. 

The survey, first of its kind un- | 
dertaken in Canada, also reveals 
these facts: 

Public taste has switched from 
hard liquor to beer. 

British Columbia has the highest 
alcoholism rate of any province. 

Ontario leads in the per capita 
consumption of alconol. 

Quebec drinks the most beer and | 
Nova Scotians drink the most hard | 
liquor per capita. 


A greater percentage of Canadi- 
ans drink than do residents of the 
United States. | 

The average alcoho) consumption 
ip 1952 was about one and one half 
gallons per capita. 

The researchers say the typical 
ebstainer is a woman 50 years or | 
older, Protestant, having less then | 
a high school education and living 
in a farm community in poor cir- | 
cumstances.

Others Say... 


ON SHARING THE PROFITS—AND THE LOSSES 

General profit sharing and the guaranteed annual 
wage in industry are nice things to think about but it 
will be a long time before they will be practicable and a 
lot of things will have to happen before that happens. 

Profit sharing implies, although it is never men- 
tioned by its advocates, sharing of losses too. Merely 
because it is possible in one indusiry or in one company 
within that industry does not mean that it could be 
applied elsewhere within the same industry or within 
the same group of industries. 

The howl that would go up from employees and 
their unions if they were asked to reimburse the em- 
ployer for losses would be something to hear. Although 
quite frequently the losses are due to operating condi- 
tions which have reduced markets or increased costs or 
made for inefficient competition. 

One is now assured that the labour peace in the 
United States and in some indusiries in Canada is to 
be shattered this year because the high command of 
union leaders have decided to bring all out pressure to 
bear for the guaranteed annual wage. 

Union economists are said to have figures to prove 
that itcan bedone. We have yet to hear of an econom- 
jst who could not prove what his employer wanted him 
to prove, without at once becoming a free-lance in his 
field. 

The industries made primary targets for the guar- 
anteed annual wage drive are steel and automobile, just 
about the most volatile of the mass employment indus- 
tries. 

What might be possible in the pea canning industry, 
provided the crops are stabilised—and the transport 
workers don’t happen to be striking tieing up ship- 
ments—will be a lot different in automobiles. 

All the union economists have to figure out is how 
to make everybody, including you, ‘buy a new car every 


year, at a price which auto unions and all the contribut-. 


ing unions will consider reasonable in the light of their 
other demands. 

Of course there will be a number of so-called scien- 
tific formulae proposed but what it will boil down to, 
unless the auto industry wants to go broke in short 
order, is that the government will buy the annual car 
surplus and store it in caves next to the butter and 
the soy bean oil and the corn. Then some foreign 
country will claim that it is a shame that its people 
have to walk and presto, the guaranteed annual income 
and the car surplus problem have been solved. Don’t 
laugh about it. Remember the union economists.

The trip was apparently made 


as wardens. During his term the 
new and present church was built 
in what is now the old cemetery. 

The cornerstone of the new 
church was laid with appropriate 
ceremonies on Friday, June 12, 1847, 
by Rey. Jones. Placed in the stone 
were a copy of the Christian Herald, 
a page from the Mail, and a copy 
of “The Post” dated May 28, 1847 
Attending the ceremony were the 
clergymen and Orangemen of Em- 
ily and church officers, who were 
Wm. Cottingham, Arthur McQuade, 
M-P., and Isaac McNully. 

It is interesting to note that low 
prices in those days compared with 
high prices today and the news- 
papers then were pages measuring

The same year Rev. Jones resign- 
ed and Rey. Harris was appointed, 
continuing until 1880. From 1881-87

In 1899 Rey. E. A. Longfeldt was 
appointed and in 1901 the church 
Was moved on rollers to its present 
site. The original cornerstone was 
opened at that time and Rey. Long- 
feldt deposited additional papers. 
church magazines, copy. of the 
Church Calendar and copy of the 
Omemee Mirror published by Char- 
les Richards, It carries a reprint 
of Rey. Jones’ resume of the early 
church back in 1874. These were | 
found wrapped and sealed in a copy 
of the Orillia Times Aug. 22. 1901, 
and were opened by the 18th rec- 
tor, Rev. Posley.

Parking meters, parking bylaws | 
and parking permit “stickers” were | 
all up for discussion once more at 
Lindsay's Council meeting Monday 
night, Council decided to find out 
if the company, which makes the 
parts for the meters will sell them 
to the Town (who might then have a 
local man do the actual repair 
work). The matter of the bylaw cov- 
ering windshield “stickers” which 
allow (for $5.00) a vehicle to be 
parked without putting any money 
in the meter is to be clarified. A 
notice of motion which is to be put 
by Ald. W. McCrae at the next 
meeting is to have the whole park- 
ing meter responsibility placed in 
the hands of the Police Department 
and the meter attendant responsible 
to Chief Hunter. 

Reeve Richard Butler read several 
letters from local men re the repair 
of parking meters here. G. B. Barr 
said that for $3.56 he would go over 
the meter in his spare time, supply 
any new parts needed and give a 
year’s guarantee on each. 

Mr. Ken Johnson, in his letter, 
said that he had dismantled and 
examined a meter and was of the 
opinion that he can service them 
here in town. He said the clock 
mechanism is quite sealed and if 
serviced properly should work well. 
As for the meter device, he said 
that appeared not too worn after 
seven years’ service. He recom- 
mended that it be dismantled and 
overhauled completely. He did not 
mention a price per meter. 

Present was Mr. M. Courtemanche 
of Lindsay, who had been also 
given a meter to look over. He said 
there was nothing wrong with the 
mechanism other than an accumu- 
lation of dirt, etc., that came in 
through the coin slot. He said they 
should be cleaned once a year, 
mentioning that juke box mechan- 
ism (his own business) was much 
the same, 

Reeve Butler -This man is a re- 
cognized mechanic while the others 
aren't. 

Ald. Harrigan -I suggest we do 
so many at a time . , . get them done 
on a rotation basis. 

Mayor Hick said that, of late, he 
has tested quite a few meters per- 
sonally. He felt that the conversion 
of meters and cleaning and repair 
“could be taken in easier stages”. 

Later in the meeting, Mr, Watson, 
a representative of the Horton Co., 
who want $21.75 per meter to do the 
work they say they need after seven 
years’ service, was present. He show- 
ed council a converted meter and 
explained it to them. He said that 
most of the meters, other than sev- 
eral parts on the front mechanism 
where the coin slot is, may be in 
good condition, but said they need to 
be cleaned and checked. 

Mayor Hick -Can we get the parts 
if we decide to have a local man 
do it? : 

Mr. Watson -Parts, yes but T 
don't think a local man could do 
it properly . . . for the meters to 
stay in good working order. 

Ald, Breese moved that the matter 
be investigated by the Police Com- 
mittee and a report brought into 
council's next meeting. This car- 
ried 

Town Clerk Allely told council 
that several people had been into 
the Town Office to buy windshield 
“stickers” which (for $5.00) permit 
them to park without putting money 
in the meters.

He declared that “if council has 
reason to believe that such new 
development will materialize, the 
Public School Board requests that 
Council take action to reserve & 
school site in the area just south 
of the Maryknoll Development. 
Such a site should not be less 
than 4 acres.” 

About the financing of the pro- 
posed new schools, Mr. Peel stated 
“The cost of sites will be additional 
No grant is paid on sites. It may 
prove possible to work part of the 
cost of development and fencing 
into the limit of $20,000 per room 
in the building contract. The esti- 
mated cost of $20,000 for the two 
sites if debentured over ten years 
at 442 per cent would amount to 
about 0.29 mills. It is felt that over 
a period of years that the estimate 
of mill per room will include 
this cost. No debenture issue is re- 
quired for the Senior School. None 
should be necessary until about 1958 
and 1959 when it is estimated that 
an additional two rooms will be re- 
quired. The size of the site here 
will permit this, Enquiries from 
another board operating a Senior 
Schooltof the same size and in the 
manner contemplated by this board 
have shown thafi the costs of opera- 
tion of such schools are only very 
slightly more than the costs for an 
ordinary public school.”

Americans, who guzzle coffee at 
a rate that uses up seventeen 
pounds per capita per year, are 
paying around $1 @ pound for it and 
likely to have to pay more for the 
favorite beverage. The reason, cof- 
fee men say, is that Brazil, the 
world’s largest roducer of coffee, 
world’s largest producer of coffee, 
any more -- a sharp reversal of the 
pre-World War II picture, when 
coffee was burned as locomotive fuel 
in that South American country or 
dumped into the South Atlantic to 
keep {t from glutting the market, 
Other coffee-producing areas like 
Colombia, Venezuela, Central Amer- 
ica and Indonesia -- from which 
the United States normally gets 
approximately half its yearly im- 
ports of 2.500,000,000 pounds -- can- 
not make up Brazil's deficit fast 
enough. 

To try to meet the problem, cof- 


are gathering this week in Curitiba, 
Parana, the new coffee--boomland 
of Brazil, for the first World Coffee 
Congress. Out of the five-day ses- 
sion, a permanent organization de- 
signed to bring both greater pro- 
duction and stability into the coffee 
industry is expected to emerge. 

‘The main trouble 1s that you just 
don't plant a coffee tree, then har- 
vest the beans at the end of the 
year, It takes five years to bring 
a seedling through to production, 
and even then the average tree 
yields only 2,200 berries, or one 
pound of roasted coffee. (One cause 
of the shortage now is that growers 
did not plant enough trees in 1948 
and 1949.) In the five-year span 
from planting to harvesting, dis- 
asters like erosion, frost, too much 
or too little rain and the dreaded 
pest, the broca -- a hideous-looking 
borer from the Congo -- can inter- 
vene at any time to the ruination 
of whole plantations before their 
trees mature to a height of eight to 
twelve feet, resplendent in white 
flowers and green berries that ripen 
to a deep maroon. 

Berry-ripening time is the worst 
for plagues and insects, the broca 
especially. In the ensuing picking, 
washing, drying -- a process that 
takes six weeks or more -- grading, 
bagging and shipment to ports, 
heavy rains can destroy the fruib 
of five years of careful work. These 
stages of getting coffee to ship- 
holds are tedious indeed. Only one 
process, removing the two beans in 
the e4 shells of each 
berry, is done by a machin- 

By contra:t, those who get the 
coffee moving from shipping ports 
to warehouses, roasters and the 
breakfast table rarely touch or see 
it. The nerve centre of the industry 
is the New York Coffee Exchange 
on Hanover Square, a white stone, 
high-ceilinged building redolent 
with the tantalizing smell of coffee- 
tasting and testing laboratories up- 
stairs. Coffee brokers, wearing tan 
jackets, flit about the floor of the 
Exchange, fingerwagging cryptic 
messages about prices, quantities, 
quality and the like; shouting quo- 
tations and dodging in and out of 
telephone booths to close deals. AS 
in other commodity exchanges, all 
the transactions are on paper, Le., 
| contracts for future shipments of 
coffee which may change hands, 
without touching them, ten times 
before they reach roasters. The 
mere posting at the exchange of a 
bulletin reporting frost, heavy rains; 
drought or plague proauces a buy- 
ing rush that sends the price of 
coffee futures skywards; news of 
favorable conditions promising am- 
ple supply at a given period de- 
presses prices. The reflection of 
these fluctuations to the consumer 
, May not occur until some month 
later.

Life, we are told, begins at 40 
for the average human being, but 
the fads and fancies which tickle 
the popular taste of the human 
race generally die out and pass 
away in much less time. Within 
living memory the coon-skin coat, 
miniature golf, the turkey-trot, 
mahjong and the eating of live 
goldfish, to mention only a few.) 
have flashed briefly across the 
national scene and faded into the 
background where they may still 
be found by searching through old 
newspapers or the recollections of 
middle-aged persons. One ex- 
tremely popular craze which swept 
the Western World like a bonfire 
is still going strong at the end of 
forty long years and signs in this 
country and abroad indicate that 
perhaps life may be beginning for it 
all over again, Just about forty years 
ago the first crossword puzzle was | 
published in a newspaper in the 
United States. 

Philosophers of the social and 
political history of our time trace 
many things back to the period be- 
fore the First World War, that} 
fallow year during which the storm | 
clouds were gathering and men were 
busy dedicating a Palace of Peace 
at The Hague. Toward the end of 
that year the crossword puzzle made 
its initial debut and the first fans 
were created literally overnight: 
puzzles and fans have survived in 
force and great strength all the 
shocks and troubles which have 
since beset the world, Almost im- 
mediately a few guardians of the 
public welfare set their faces against 
this device for sapping human in- 
tellect and disrupting the proper 
business of life, but it was not long 
before virtually everyone who could | 
beg, borrow or steal an unworked

Sober persons such as those en-! 
trusted with the administration of 
justice and the education of the 
young began to find virtue in the | 
cross-word (it had a hyphen until 
about 1940) puzzle and by the de- 
cade of the Nineteen Twenties 
means were devised for utilizing it 
in schools, jails, hospitals and ships 
at sea; preachers based sermons on 
the solution of cross-word puzzles 
and someone said that the only place 
the puzzle had not been found was | 
on a tombstone, but even that was | 
fully expected by many. Skeptics 
predicted that the appeal of the 
puzzle would soon wane into quaint 
obscurity as new generations with 
new ideas grew up to influence the 
taste and habits of the people, but 
this has not yet happened. 

The name of the man who de- 
vised the first crossword puzzle as 
a space filler for the New York 
World back in 1913 has been, ap- 
propriately perhaps, spelled accord- 
ing to three variant readings by | 
later commentators.

Make-up men 
and proofreaders were thoroughly 
disgusted with this strange typo- 
graphical creature and hopefululy 
Predicted that it could not la 
long. Subscribers and readers, how 
ever, seized upon it and quickly de- 
veloped an insatiable appetite for 
More and more and more. | 


Today crossword puzzles, double- 
crostics and other variations appear 
fn countless papers and Journals, 
some of avowed literary content, 
and are indispensable features of 
the journalistic landscape in this 
country and in England. Fifteen 


| months ago a British puzzlemaker 


was publicly acclaimed for his ser- 
vices to mankind, and within 
decade this newspaper 
have varied between the scholarly, 
dictionary-wise type and the hilari- 
ous pun and fun type, apparently 
without damaging the reputation of 
readers or editors.

Starting Seeds Good F 
and Teaches 


A wick-watered seed box 
keeps the soil always moist, 
never too wet. 


Garden Skill 


Seeds can be sown in rows, 
or broadcast; plants can be 
thinned out, or transplanted. 


To prevent fungous disease 


sow seeds in thin layer of 


sphagnum moss sifted over the soll. 


There are many rewards to be 
won by the garden hobbyist who 
learns the ple techniques of 
starting seeds under protection, 
weeks before they can be safely 
sown outdoors. 

The saving in money is con- 
siderable, but the knowledge of 
plant growth which is acquired 
is. even more valuable. 

Exactly the varieties wanted 
ean be grown rather than de- 
pending on the limited choice 
available in the plant market. 

Whether seeds are started in a 
greenhouse, hotbed, cold frame 
or in the home, the management 
of a seed-box is much the same. 

Begin with a seed box which 
holds sufficient soil. To bring 
each plant to transplanting size 
will require 8 cubie inches. Any 
wooden box will do, which is 
two to three inches deep. Avoid 
eardboard containers too small 
and flimsy to do the job. 

The problem of watering can 
be solved by boring a small hole 
in the center of the box bottom. 
Pass through it a 6-inch piece of 
clothes line or a fibre-glass wick, 
‘sold for the purpose. The top of 
this wick should be frayed and 
embedded in the soil and the 
bottom should drop into a pan 
below the box. Water from this 
pan will be drawn by the wick 
up to the soil, which will keep 

ist as long as there is water in 


ood potting soil such as 
ven and florists sell.

a layer 44-inch deep on top of 
the soil. Seeds sown on the moss 
will never be attacked by the 
“damping off’ disease. 

Spread the m evenly, and 
Press down with a block of wood. 
Sow the seed directly on it. Cover 
with sifted moss, pressed down. 

Keep the box in dim light with 
soil always moist until the first 
sprouts appear, then move the 
box to the sunniest window you 
have. 

It there is not sufficient light 
the plants will grow tall and thin, 
bending toward the window. 
Bending occurs when growth is 
vigorous, also, and may be cor- 
rected by turning the box around 
every day, or standing a mirror, 
or a sheet of white cardboard 
behind the box to reflect the light 
of the sun on the plants. Spindly 
growth calls for additional light 
and this can be supplied by add- 
ing an electric lamp to the day- 
light, 

Keep seed boxes away from 
radiators. Seedlings will thrive 
in temperatures you find comfort- 
able, 65 to 75 degrees. They need 
good ventilation, as you do, As a 
rule more seedlings will come 
up than the box has room to 
mature. You must thin them out, 
to stand an inch or two apart 
each way, or transplant them to 
other boxes where they will have 
this room. The later you start 
the seed, the less room will be 
needed. All plants should be 
moved to the garden as soon as 
it is safe from frost and those 
started late may not ba crowded 
before then.

the Board’s brief that space for an 
additional 400 students would be 
needed by 1958, and Mr. Peel said | 
that was true, they were children | 
already in town, not allowing for 
any phenomenal growth. 


When Reeve Butler asked how 
many new teachers would be needed, 
he was told that 14, one per room as 
per the proposed plan. Mr. Peel 
added to this that this coming Fall, 
three more teachers will be needed 
in Lindsay schools. ;

Russian Meddli 


Labour problems --strikes and | 
unemployment --were no less pre- 
valent 100 years ago than they are | 
today judging by a 100-year-old copy 
of “The Staffordshire Sentinel’ 
which was shown “The Post” by Mr. 
George Lamb of The Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, Lindsay, 


An advertisement carried in the 
issue which is datelined January 7th 
1854 reads like this: 

The Salvation of Labour! 

“Thousands and thousands of 
familles are starving; 70,000 men 
are on strike; food is dear; the 
weather is cold and dreary; and it 
behooves us to help those who need 
succour and support. Let all working 
men then attend the TEA PARTY 
and SOIREE, to be held at the) 
George and Dragon Inn, on Mon- 
day, January 4th., the proceeds of 
which will be devoted towards pro- 
moting of the Labour Parliament, 
and through the amelioration of | 
those thousands now on strike. The 
price of admittance: Gentlemen, 
One Shilling, Ladies, Ninepence.” 

Some interesting figures relative | 
o the cost of eating and drinking 
in England at that time are also 
contained In the paper A gallon of 
fine Cognac brandy could be had 
for 26 shillings. Fine malt whiskey, 
Scotch, could be had for 16 shillings | 
a gallon with Irish whiskey, gin and | 
wines proportionately cheaper. For 
{hose who preferred to drink tea 
or coffee, fine teas were quite ex- 
pensive even in those days --3 shil- | 
lings 8 pence and 4 shillings per 
pound, Coffee, on the other hand, 
was extremely cheap, one shilling 
for standard quality coffee and 
one shilling, four for the finest | 
imported Jamaica brands, 

Circulating Mbraries were becom- 
ing popular in those days and an 
ad In this newspaper was offering 
the service at one penny per 
volume. 

Drinking was then, as now, quite 
a problem. Tt is surprising to note 
that statistical data concerning 
drunkenness carried editorially in 
this ancient issue of “The Sentinel” | 
indicated women the worst 
offenders, According to figures a- 
vallable at that time, in year 1841 
women convicted of 
drunkenness 1s compared with 1,211 
men. In 1851 the number of females 
convicted of drunkeness had de- 
| clled to 2,326 ns compared with 1,218 
men. The figures, so the paper 
States, appled to the Clty of Lon- 
don and writing editorially ib 
observed: “Considering that the 
| Population of London had increased 
(in the interim upwards of 400,000

Seen aaa 
OPS OFFERS TO COOPERATE 

Members of Ops Township Council met with mem- 
bers of Lindsay's Council last week and offered to co- 
operate on the matter of planning that large section of 
Ops Township which Lindsay Council has intimated 
it would like to annex. The Ops councillors, with Reeve 
Sherman Moore as the spokesman, made it quite clear 
that the township had no intention of being pushed 
around by Lindsay in its town planning ambitions but 
would be quite willing to work with the Town on a co- 
operative basis. The township spokesman explained 
that in view of previous developments relative to the 
formation of a planning board which was to have been 
a joint effort, the township council felt the scales were 
weighted too much in Lindsay’s favor and had decided 
to investigate the wisdom of forming an Ops Township 
planning board which could cooperate with Lindsay's 
Board. 

Tt was suggested during the course of the discussion 
which arose from Reeve Moore’s remarks that a joint 
planning board might be formed with Ops and Lindsay 
participating. However, in view of an inference which 
Ops Council had drawn from previous discussions which 
suggested minority representation on such a board, it 
developed that Ops had already opened negotiations 
with the Ontario Municipal Board relative to forming 
jts own board. And it was reluctant to talk further 
concerning a joint planning effort until it had received 
direction from the Ontario Municipal Board. 

Ops Township's position can well be understood 
and appreciated in the matter of planning outside the 
confines of the present Town of Lindsay. It is under- 
standable that the people of that township desire-a 
strong voice on any planning board which is going to 
plan on territory which now belongs to Ops and not 
Lindsay. 

When a joint planning board was first talked, it was 
intimated that Ops’ representation on such a_ board 
would be in the ratio of 6 to 2 which, as most people 
will probably agree, is out of proportion and would be 
more likely to promote discord than accord. Ald. Mc- 
Quarrie, speaking to this point at the meeting, suggest- 
ed that he would be willing to go along with a larger 
representation. ‘The Post” would suggest that-a more 
balanced representation is essential if the effort is to 
produce harmony and stay off the rocks. It would, of 
course, be preferable to have representation shared 
equally with an ex-officio member appointed, having 
power to cast a vote only if voting were tied on any issue. 
This arrangement is not in keeping with official Ontario 
government designed planning procedure which rules 
that representation should be on-a basis of assessment. 
However. frequently the rules of the book are not 
workable and then common sense must~ take over. 
Naturally, the cost of maintaining a planning board is a 
consideration and equal representation would neces- 
sitate equal upkeep but perhaps Ops would consider 
even this arrangement preferable to having lop-sided 
representation. 


SENSE AND NONSENSE 

Many Ontario residents must have been puzzled 
by the announcement coming out of Quebec this morn- 
ing concerning speed limits. For the benefit of those 
who may not have read about it, Quebec’s Legislative 
Council has passed a bill providing for a 60-mile-per- 
hour speed limit for cars and a 45-mile limit for trucks 
and buses. We find the two speeds interesting to con- 
sider. 

It is possible to go along freely with Quebec’s desire 
to lower the speed at which trucks and buses may travel 
and no doubt many people would welcome legislation 
forcing down the speed at which buses and heavy trans- 
ports roar over Ontario’s roads. Not a few persons 
have, on occasion, observed that they travel too fast. 

The 60-mile-per-hour limit for cars we could not 
accept without protest. It is too fast for the majority 
of cars on the road today, even some of the most ad- 
vanced models, because they are in reality very fragile 
when they become involved in an accident at high 
speeds. It is also too fast for the majority of high- 
ways in service today, particularly in the hilly sections 
of Quebec and Ontario. And it’s certainly too fast for 
the majority of the people who climb behind the wheel. 

Of course, there are many people who will not 
agree with these claims, contending that modern cars 
are designed to be driven safely at high speeds. But 
have many of those who disagree ever really tried to 
drive a car consistenly at 60 m.p.h. for long distances? 
If.so are there any who will not agree that it is hard 
work? The point we are trying to make is that while 
modern cars are capable of high speeds, modern man is 
not capable of keeping pace with the pace they can set, 
and, if he tries to, he is being needlessly hard on himself. 

A more interesting venture on Quebec's part would 
have been the intyofuction of legislation calling for gov- 
ernors to be installed on all cars with a maximum speed 
of 50 m.p.h. This would probably have created a furore 
in some quarters but it would likely also contribute to 
a lowering accident rate. In the meantime Quebec's 
accident rate among passenger vehicles once the 60 
m.p.h. limit is established will make interesting statist- 
ical data to read.

There are comparatively few people who are 
strongly opposed to a distinctive flag for Canada; the 
quarrel begins only when we try to decide what it should 
be like. Hundreds of designs have already been sub- 
mitted to a parliamentary committee, and have been 
carefully sifted, but no decision could be made among 
the designs which were in the final running. As we 
recall the designs which were in this class, they all look- 
ed handsome and would do credit to our country if one 
of them could finally be chosen. 

If the matter comes up again, we hope that some 
parliamentarian, will stress the need for a flag that is 
of artistic, as well as symbolic merit. Very recently 
Mr. Arthur Lismer said that Canadians are “the most 
tasteless people in the world.” That isa sweeping states 
ment, but from Mr. Lismer it carries a good deal of 
weight. It is true that we put up with many horrors in 
architecture, in stamps, and in other public matters, 
which would not be endured in a country with a more 
active aesthetic sense. A flag which was no better than 

_ our stamps would be a national disaster. Yet it could 
happen. crags ed 

Let us have no flag which has not been submitted 
for judgment to some national body which knows good 
design, as well as Ganadian history. :

ON ACADEMIC FREEDOM z 

Upholding the principle of academic freedom, which 
permits relentless pursuit of truth by teachers and. 
students, Dr. Sidney Smith has properly denounced the 
methods of investigation employed by “political dema- 
gogues’’—not in Canada—who seek to cramp liberty of 
thought in the name of democracy.- As he says, the. 
“concept of guilt by association, the technique of the 
smear, and the methods of the informer,-the agent 
provocateur, or the witch-hunter are foreign to the lib- 
erty we cherish.” : 


With this all thinking Canadians will agree, as they- 


will agree that free trade in ideas is an-intrinsic necessity 
fora university. If freedom of thought and of teaching 
were to be fettered by fear, or prohibited at the dictation 
of fanatical partisans, the advance of knowledge in 
every field. would be liable to obstruction, and man- 
kind might be left clinging to outworn ideas because new 
ideas were considered heretical. History affords in- 
numerable examples of the manner in which progress 
was checked because of opposition to new theories. _ 

This does not mean, and it should not be taken to 
mean, that Dr. Smith thinks aca 
ited, or that he believes Communist: party members or 
other enemies of the state should be employed as: pro- 
fessors in democratic universities. A professor, he says, 


cannot plead the sanctuary of the university if in teach-_ 


ing he transgresses laws relating to treason, sedition, 
blasphemy or defamation. : 

Last year the Association of American Universities, 
including Toronto and McGill, issued a statement, signed 
by all the college heads, explaining the position in this 
matter. It said there was a line at which freedom be- 
gan to be qualified by “legal duty” or . “obligation.” 
Stating that the use of “falsehood and deceit” was a 
Communist principle, that a professor must have integ- 
rity and independence, and that this precluded “adher- 
ence to such a regime as that of Russia and her satel- 
lites,” it concluded that no person who accepted Com- 
munist principles had “any place in a university.” 

The reason for this conclusion was not only that 
Communists are untrustworthy, but that ‘they do 
not enjoy the freedom which a university requires in 
its staff,

OUR PRICES ARE TOO HIGH 

Like most of his fellow Canadians, the president 
of the Royal Bank of Canada is an optimist concerning 
the future of this country. But in his annual speech 
to shareholders last week James Muir didn’t waste any 
time on platitudes. Wisely and bluntly he laid emphas- 
is on things that must be done if we are to maintain our 
favored position among nations. 

Mr. Muir is worried, and rightly so, at our growing 
trend towards a high-priced economy. For a country of 
relatively small population and so dependent on exports 
as Canada, that would be a fatal handicap, he warns. It 
would mean losing world markets for our surplus pro- 
duction, economic isolation. He says: 

“We cannot achieve efficient and diversified pro- 
duetion with the present size of our home market. 
Canada may achieve economic independence, isolated 
unto itself, only by an unsufferable reduction of her 
standard of living ... A thriving export trade is a means 
not only of paying for imports, but of securing, through 
quantity production, lower costs for Canadian goods 
whether these are exported or consumed at home. Can- 
ada can hope to maintain her standard of living only if 
she keeps her costs completely competitive- with those 
of producers abroad. 

“We in Canada should be especially concerned with 
the reversal of the cost-inflating process.” 

How can we get prices down? 

Not by slashing wages and profits in industry that 
are really competitive and flexible, says Mr. Muir. Good 
wages and good profits, as he points out, are incentives 
to produce more efficiently and we must produce 
still more efficiently if we are to get our prices 
down to the level of our competitors. But we can get 
real results, suggests Mr. Muir, by cutting down taxes 
all along the line, by being willing to co-operate in cut- 
ting tariffs, and in much lower handling charges on non- 
competitive foreign imports. 

In short, he says, we must get our economy more, 
and not less, competitive, more flexible so it can and will 
be able “to make those price adjustments which are nec~ 
essary both to maintain stability and prosperity at home 
and to insure competitive position in world 
markets.” —The Financial Post.

Peterborough grocery stores, fruit. 
stores and butcher shops are going 
to be closed all day Monday and 
open Wednesday, 

The final step was taken by city 
council Monday night when the 
necessary bylaws authorizing new 
business hours were read three 
times and finally passed, 

‘There was no debate on the issue. 
Ald, Pat Anglesey, chairman of the 
finance committee, who moved that. 
the bylaw be passed, pointed out 
that {t was mandatory for council 
to do 80, as petitions had been sign- 
ed by more than 76 per cent of each 
of the groups of merchants concern- 
ed. 

PROBABLY START MARCH 1 

March 1 ts the most likely date 
for beginning the new arrangement, 
said Don Lewis, spokesman for the 
grocery classifications and retiring 
chairman of the retail section of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Before the 
new hours can be put Into effect the 
various chain food stores must noti- 
fy their head offices and the neces- 
sary directives must be issued. 

The public, too, must be educated 
to an appreciation of the new ar- 
Tangement said Mr. Lewis. He said 
that while Monday was the “logical” 
day to close, It would not be fair to 
consumers to spring anything on 
them suddenly. 

The Chamber of Commerce ques- 
tlonnaire issued to the non-food 
retailers was “unrealistic,” said Mr. 
Lewis. He thought the question ask- 
if they would close 
Wednesdays if the grocers could be 
persuaded to fall in line implied 
“pigheadedness” on the part of the 
grocers when this was not the case. 

General consensus among the 
grocers is that the other retailers 
had plenty of time to consider the 
grocers’ Monday closing proposal, 
first mentioned last August, but 
failed to act until {t was too late. 
Even then these retallers could not 
take the initiative and present a 
concrete alternativey to the grocers 
Plan which, says Mr. Lewis, is the 
only plan with any cohesiveness 
or purpose to It at all, 

CONSUMER SURVEY 

Tt was also suggested that a con- 
sumer survey might have produced 
more realistic results. If a ques- 
tionnaire were distributed to the 
public asking their preference. Mon- 
day or Wednesday most retailers 
of whatever classification would 
have been willing to adapt them- 
selves to the public decision, 

Monday, say the food merchants, 
is not a good day anyway. Sales are 
a “joke”, it is difficult to get fresh 
supplies of fruit and vegetables, 
housewives are at home with their 
weekend groceries and staffs spend 
most of the day just cleaning up. 

NO ALTERNATIVE PROPOSED 

Apart from the food classificat- 
fons, the other retailers “didn’t 
know what they wanted and were 
not interested in finding out,” said 
Mr. Lewis, By procrastinating when 
the issue was first raised, he said, 
they placed the onus for an alter- 
native plan on themselves. No posi- 
tive alternative plan was proposed 
although 62 of the non-food retailers 
did indicate a compromise they 
would be willing to make in the 
interests of uniformity. 

Fears about public Feaction to the 
Monday closing plan were exag- 
gerated sald Mr. Lewis He sald 
that having store closed two days a 
week was not the best of arrange- 
ments, but the only possible one in 
view of the circumstances, An- 
other grocer suggested that the 
public had been stirred up too much 
by the controversy and the best 
thing to do was to walt and see. 

One reason why the Monday clos- 
ing cannot be effected immediately 
{s the difficult position of the chain 
grocery stores, It was stated. Such 
stores seldom enter a controversy of 
this sort, but go along with the 
majority of the Independent grocers 
when these make a decision. 

Still another factor which spokes- 
men said was affecting the chain 


minion Stores are unfonized. Thus 
the Dominion Stores will likely take 
the lead tn falling in with the gro- 
cers plan, 

One grocery suggested thal it was 
to the advantage of the non-food 
retailers to be open all day Wed- 
nesdays because many stores in sur- 
rounding towns to the east are 
closed either Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. These townspeople would then 
visit, Peterborough on these days in 
order to take advantage of greater 
reta{l varieties, 

Mr, Lewis was not enthusiastic 
about the suggestion for Friday 
night opening. He said this was an 
unnecessary hardship on staffs and 
did no more than decrease the 
volume of Saturday trade, especi- 
ally In the summer. 

“We'll know after three or six 
months how things are going to 
work out,” said Mr. Lewis. He 
thought it quite possible that other 
retailers might come to agree with 
the Monday closing precedent es- 
tablished by the grocers, butchers,

Cost of Living Off Slightly 
During Month of December — 


(British United Press) _ 

The cost of living dropped slightly 
during December. 

The consumer price index eased 
one-tenth of a point during the 
month and stood at 115-point-seven 
on January 2nd That's the same 
level as q year earlier 

The slight declie was due chiefly 
to a small drop in food prices, led 
by eggs. 

The index has now paralleled 1952 
levels for two consecutivey months. 
The index was 115-point-8 on De- 
cember first both last year and the 
year before. 

During December clothing prices 
were generally stable, with index 
down from 110-point-2 to 110-point- 
one. Changes in household operation 
costs were more pronounced. Fur- 
iture prices cleaning supplies and 
household help costs increased. 

Rents continued a slow rise which 
began in the middle of last year and 
index moved up from 125-point-2 to 
125-point-4. 


Says Long Term 
Farm Prices 
Outlook Bright 


Toronto Feb. 4 -(BUP)~ A pro- 
vincial economist says that although 
farm prices are slipping at the mo- 
ment the long term outlook is bright. 

George Gathercole spoke at, Queens 

Park yesterday to the Ontario 
Agricultural Council, an organizat- 
ion of county council representat- 
ives, 

He refused to guess whether the 
present downward trend in farm 
prices would continue, but he does 
say there will be no return to con- 
ditions of the 1930's, 

He pointed out that Ontario's 
population {is 50 per dent greater 
than in 1931, and more population 
means a greater market. The stan- 
dard of living is moving up too, 
which should help farmers in their 
sales. He says farmers are making 
more money and improving living 
conditions on the farm -- but he 
says there still is room for more 
improvement. Only 41 per cent of 
Ontario farm homes have running 
water,

After the meal, chairs were 
placed, and the speaker of the day, 
Frank King, Sales Manager of the 
Ralston Company told the group of 
the growth of the turkey schools | 
over the last 16 years. This year, he 
said, over 1,900 growers attended and 
when the total number of birds 
grown by this group was totalled, it 
showed that each grower in the 
schools average 500 birds, 

Mr. Bob Wallace, a visitor from 
Blyth, Ontario, told the audience his 
farm produced over 99,000 birds and 
over 40,000 poults, probably as many 
as all the other guests combined 

A striking illustration of the mo- 
dern scientific trend towards pro- 
per turkey growing was brought to 
light by the present of “Mr. Bean 
Content,” well characterized by 
Bill Garrett, who served to remind 
today’s growers of shortcomings and 
“lackadatsical” attitudes of some 
growers For instance, it is of inter- 
est to learn that only five years ago 
there were almost no turkey broilers, 
evisceration, cry-o-vac wrap, fast 
freeze, or year-round usage, such as 
is practical in today’s turkey grow- 
ing or merchandising. In these same 
five years, turkey production in 
Ontario has doubled, and yet in 
1953 demand actually outran the 
supply. So much so, in fact, that 
over 200,000 birds were imported-- 
showing the ample room the indus- 
try should try to fill. Based on pre- 
sent growth it is a further estimate 
the turkey industry production of 
| Ontario will double again by 1960. 
From the grower's standpoint, an- 
other growth indication is that to- 
day's growers obtain more birds per 
crop and more crops per year. Also 
| realizing the importance of the 
industry, financial institutions are 
taking a second look at the industry | 
and extending their aid to growers | 
!on a scale unheard of only a few 
! short years ago. This is due to tax 
of- course, to more efficient farm 
management and the growers reali- 
zation of the need for constant room 
for improvement, Many successful 
growers it was pfonted out, make 
good use of modern turkey charts, 
which are of unestimatable value 
to every farmer, in aiding him to 
plan, develop and market large 
members of healthy profitable tur- 
keys. 

Slides of successful turkey farm- 
ers were shown, and it was a prom= 
Inent feature of this part of the 
programme that today’s growers are | 
encouraged to minimize per person- | 
al handling, and to more or less 
count on the manufacturers method 
of “more production at lower cost--

Urges Heavy Smokers Past 40 
Have Routine Chest X-rays 


St. Louts, Missouri, Feb. 6 -(BUP)_ 
Dr. Alton Ochsner of Tulane Uni- 
versity, whose announcement of “a 
definite association” between lung 
cancer and cigarette smoking shook 
the medical and tobacco worlds, pre- 
dicts that lung cancer incidence will 
increase by 10 per cent by 1970, 

He also predicts that: 

Based on the number of people 
smoking today, cancer of the lung 
will represent 18 per cent of all 
cancer patients. 

Because lung cancer is more com- 
mon to men one out of every two or 
three male cancer patients wil} 
have @ cancer of the lung. S 

He told the American Cancer So- 
ciety that: “I believe there is a de- 
finite association between cancer of 
the lung and cigarette smoking.” 

He also based his predictions on 
an increase in the percentage of 
lung cancers from 1.1 of all cancers 
in 1920 to 8.3 per cent in 1948. 

Dr. Ochser emphasized tae neces- 
sity of routine chest x-rays of all 
men past 40, “particuularly those 
who smoke heavily,” in order to de- 


tect asymtomatic cancers of the 
lung, 
“The low incidence of cure is 


due to delay in detection,” he said. 

He also urged operations to re- 
move cancerous growths even in 
“terminal patients,” those expected 
to die. 

A number of terminal patients. 
who had undergone “palliative re- 
sections” despite little hope were 
presented to the audience as evi- 
dence of “a definite salvage rate” 
among patints with extensive can- 
cers, 

Dr. Ochsner said “slightly more 
than seven per cent" of those who 
underwent operations “are cured.”

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Tornadoes Not New To District, 
Scott Township Visited In 1853 


Sunderland (PNS) -- Next time 
a tornado lashes across the district 
residents needn't feel they are 
among the first to experience one. 
Barly history of Scott township, 
Ontario County, reveals that a tor- 
nado ripped through Reach and 
Scott Townships in 1853 and left 
two people dead in its wake. This 
and other interesting early town- 
ship history has been revealed by 
Mr. John Fallowdown of Sunder- 
land. 

The Township of Scott was sur- 
veyed in 1807 by Major Wilmott 
of Clarke, The first settler was a 
Mr, Evan Jones, a Welshman who 
arrived there in 1830 and settled on 
Lot 17 in the 6th concession. Abra~ 
ham Bagshaw afterwards owned 
and operated this lot. The first 
schoolhouse in the township was 
built on the northeast corner of 
this lot. The first teacher was a 
Mr, William Morrow. z 

During the next few years the 
Weldons, Vernons, Philps, Pearts, 
John and James Anderson, David 
and Donald Urquhart, John and 
George Clark. James Blanchard, 
Daniel Smith, William and John 
Hardy, George Smith, Hugh Must- 
ard, Thomas Hood, Peter Leask. 
Thos. Thompson. Simeon Tiffin, 
Joseph Annand, William Nelson, 
Andrew Turner and Thomas Ro- 
land became settlers. The Home 
District Register and Almanac pub- 
lished in 1837 gives only the natnes 
of 14 settlers, householders in the 
township who are included in the

Lindsay girls, Elizabeth Fulton, 


aboye list. James K. Vernon was 
the first reeve of the township after 
the separation. He was a member 
of the old Home District Counc] in 
1847 and was the first postmaster 
.on his farm on lot 8, in the 6tn 
concession. 

James Galloway was a member 
of the provisional County Council 
of Ontario and opposed the separa- 
tion of the County for York and 
Peel. He had the first contract for 


The first white child born in the 
township was the daughter of Mr. 
Thomas Hood, a Scotchman, who 
settled on lot 3 in the 6th con- 
cession, in 1833, She married John 
Smith. In 1839 Alexander F, Urqu- 
hart was the second white male 
child born in the township. 

Thet first doctor tn the township 
was Dr. John Hardy. He was the 
first returning officer at a pariia- 
mentary election held in the town- 
ship. He and his brother, William, 
came from Scotland to Scott in 
1844. Alexander Hardy,~ several 
times a member of the County 
Council, was a son of Willfam Har- 
dy.

The 
township was noted for the law- 
abiding character of its people. The 
criminal record of the township in 
the early years contains but few 
names: of residents of Scott, The 
township had but two hotels. 

The first church was a Baptist 
Church built south of Sandford 
very early in the history of the 
township. The Scott Presbyterian 
did not build a. church in the town- 
ship for many years, They attend- 
ed St. Andrew's Church of Scott 
and Uxbridge at Quaker Hill in 
Uxbridge Township. The Rev. Mr. 
Lambie from Scotland, did the first 
missionary work in Scott, preach- 
ing in the settler's houses. He was 
well known in Whitby and was 
minister of the Old Kirk on Starr's 
Hill, east of the town. George Har- 
rison moved into the township from 
the Township of Reach in 1859. 

The fine wheat lands of Scott 
produced a number of good plongh- 
men who did not hesitate to enter 
into contest with men of other | 
townships.Among those who enter- 
ed theso contests were Jacob Tay- 
jor.

Editorial 


MAKING IT EASIER TO GET HELP... 

An editorial in a metropolitan daily newspaper 
calls attention to the need for making it possible for 
citizens in larger centers to obtain emergency services 
Am appeal is made for a single, 
phone number whieh would put 
anyone in distress in immediate contact with emerg- 
eney services such as police, fire, embulance, ete. It 
would appear that this is an appeal which might very 
well be made in every community which has fire, police, 
ambulance and other emergency services. 

The idea is not a novel one and, as the writer of 
the editorial observes, some large centres throughout 
the world have successfully adopted the one-number 
emergency service arrangement. The arrangement 
should be quite feasible here in Lindsay where cadets 
already on the staff of emergency service depart- 
ments could be trained to receive and channel all calls 
for these services. 

How many citizens would prefer to have just a 
single telephone number to remember when the need 
for emergency services arose? Wouldn’t it be much 
simpler than trying to remember which number was 
which, checking with the telephone book, and all the 
while wasting precious time? 

If you like the idea of a single, easy-to-remember 
emergency service telephone number why not pass the 
word along to members of Council who could work out 
such an arrangement without too much difficulty.

It is a fam- 
iliar point of view, and a mistaken one. It is, further- 
more, an opinion which ill-becomes any Canadian, for 
we were all immigrants at one time—ourselves, or our 


with greater ease.

parents, or our grandparents—and our country has 
been made by immigrants. 
Immigrants take jobs, certainly, but they also 


make jobs. They need houses, furnishings, food and 
all the necessities of life, as well as some of its luxuries. 
The immigrant who has a job is both a producer and a 
consumer. In the present Canadian economic set-up 
he is not likely to be able to work for less than anyone 
€ and his children will quickly make sure that he 
does not live more economically than other men with 
similar jobs. If he succeeds in earning his living, he is 
at least paying his way; if he thrives. he will in time 
create jobs for other people. 

The bogey of the immigrant haunts people 
think that a country can be kept healthy by preserving 
things precisely as they are now. But anyone who 
thinks about the matter must see that no country can 
stand still, and. that immigration, as well as natural 
sary for such a country as Canada.

The comp- 
any’s business is to act as a sup- 
plier of phenolic moulding com- 
pounds to the custom moulders of 
which there are several in Canada. 
These moulders, Mr. Parker ex- 
plained, make the compound into 
{what is called “preforms” which 


| Sized pills and they're made in the 
same way. The quantity of material 
| going into one of these preforms }s 
| sufficient lo make a specific article. 
A preform the size of a marble, for 
|example, would be adequate for a 
small screw-type bottle top. These 
preforms are preheated in what is 
called “electronic preheaters” to a 
| temperature equivalent to about 
half (175-200 degrees FP.) that re- 
quired for the final moulding and 
| this makes possible speedier pro- 
duction of the finished articles. 
Phenolic compounds made at 
Lindsay are produced in three 
shades only—black, brown and nat-

He Tried To Prove 
Water Only Nutrient 
Needed For Plant Growth 

A Sixteenth Century experiment 
_.. conducted by a man named Van, 
Helmot . .. was aimed at proving 
that water was the only nutrient 
needed for plant growth, 

To do this interesting experiment 
Van Helmont packed 200 pounds of 
oven-dried soil into an earthen ves- 
Sel . . . and planted a five-pound 
willow shoot in it. 

He kept the soil moist with rain 
or distilled water... and after 
five years, he weighed the tree to | 
find that it was 169 pounds . . | 
and the soil in the vessel weighed | 
only about two ounces less than 
the original two-hundred pounds. 

Therefore, Van Helmont decided 
that the water had supplied all the 
things the tree needed for its | 
growth. 

Overlooked Important Items 

He overlooked two very important 
items .. . however .. , the carbon 
dioxide in the air and the mineral 
elements in the two ounces of 
soil. 

He was right in attaching great 
significance to the water. 

As an example . . . modern re- 
search has shown that alfalfa may 
need much as one-thousand 
pounds of water to produce one| 
pound of dry matter. 

On the yleld basis, three tons of 
hay per acre need nearly three 
thousand tons of water. _- or about 
two-and-a-half acre-feet 

Production Doubled 

K. W. Hill - an agronomist 
at the Centra) Experimental Farm | 
in Ottawa, reports that the product- | 
ion of pasture was doubled during 
the summer of 1953 by applying 10 
inches of irrigation water with an | 
aluminium pipe sprinkler system 

At the Kamloops Range Experi- | 
mental Station . . . where summer 
rain measures almost nothing 
some of the best pasture production | 
ever recorded in Canada has been 
achieved That has been accom- 
plished by adding about 2 acre-feet 
of water during the pasture season 

In Sugar Bect Area 

In the sugar bect area of Sou- 
thern Albert, the experiment stat- 
ion at Lethbridge has shown in some 
years that the best yields of beets 
are obtained with five six-inch fr- 
rigations at approximately three- 
week intervals

Quile Justified 

This is quite justified because 
there are few agricultural areas that 
do not experience a moisture deficit 
occasionally. 

For instance at Agassiz, Bri- | 
tish Columbia, an annual average 
of more than 60 inches of rain $s 
received but in spite of this, dis- 
tinct improvement in pastures has | 
been obtained from Irrigation in) 
the months of July and August 
which normally are dry months. 

To Irrigate Or Not 

If water is available, the decision | 
as to whether to Irrigate or not 
depends on economics. Usually the 
production of relatively high prices 
crops is required to justify the add- 
ed expenses 

However, many farmers could 
maintain their milk production dur- 
{ng the summer months . , . or in- 
crease their total profits from such 
crops as potatoes or small fruits by 
providing their fields with supple- 
mentary water. 

$5,000 For Fruit 
Growers’ Research 


At a recent annual convention 
of the British Columbia = Fruit) 
Grower's Association at Penticton 


another grant of $5,000 was | 
sought for research purposes. 

As in former years ,.. the money 
will be turned over to the Summer- | 
jand Experimental Farm. 

For several years the association 
has made an annual cash grant to 
the farm for research projects, It's 
believed to be the only instance 
where any such organization has 
diverted funds to an experimental 
farm in Canada 

The money is made available for 
specified projects connected with 
tree-frults industry in British 
Columbia's commercial fruit grow- 
ing areas.

Moisture Accumulation 
Moisture accumulation on 
| celling . .. Or on the walls | _ 
usually is caused by improperly de- 
| signed or operated system. The 
cure for this might include one or 
more methods. For instance . . 
increasing the size of the outlet 
flue, straightening it, insulating it 
properly and locating it centrally 
in the barn helps to eliminate the 
trouble. Other causes may be not 
areat enough air inlet openings or 

too few animals in the barn. 

Draughts in the barn may be 
caused by poorly fitted doors and 
windows. 

May Also Be Due 
To Air Inlets 

It may also be due to air Inlets 
that don’t direct the alr upward 
against the ceiling or are incorrect-

The Inlet openings must be pro- 
perly spaced around the barn They 
should introduce the air in thin 
ribbons _. . then direct it against 
the ceiling so that it's mixed with 
barn air before hitting the floor.

Says Second Love, Bee Hunting, 
Rapidly Becoming a “Lost Art” 


George Harold Edgell, iss 
first love is art, said today 
his second love -- bee funtlighe -- 
is rapidly becoming a lost art. 
Edgell has neen director of the | 
Bostom Museum of Fine Arts for 
mere 20 years. But he’s been | 
enthusiastic bee hunter for 
summers. And he'll be out in the 
New Hampshire woods again this 
year as soon as the weather is 
right. 
In his words, “Hunting wild bees 
4s one of the few outdoor sports a 
man can still enjoy at the age of 
66." That is, if he doesn’t get stung. 
Though he has custody of art 
treasures valued at 50-million dol- 
lars or more, Edgell says the only 
thing he ever painted was the rear 
end of a bee.

This 
was about 24-hundred years old. 

Edgell also says that for the bee- 
hunter, life isn’t always a bowl a 
honey.

Mr. Moore, assistant Inspector of 
Legal Offices for the Province of 
Ontario, addressed & special meet- 
ing of Lindsay's council Friday 
night. He said that he was present 
to get the Town to help pay for © 
survey of some property on Durham 
Street, which has to be settled and 
the deed on its properties cleared 
pefore the deeds can be cleared on 
te Russell Taylor project in the 
same area. Council appointed a 
committee of Alds. Harrigan, Maid- 
ens and McQuarrie, Reeve Butler 
and Mayor Hick (ex-ofcio) to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

Mr. Moore said that the property 
in question, on the north side ef 
Durham Street, west of Adelaide 
St., was a “jigsaw puzzle” the prop- 
erties were so irregularly bounded, 
having been possibly stepped-off in- 
stead of sold in surveyed lots. He 
said the way they were it was im- 
possible for Registrar Dan McQuar- 
rie to clear the titles. Mr. Moore 
said he was asking Lindsay to pay 
$300 for the survey. 

This survey had been done about 
two years ago and at that time, 
he gaid, the County had been asked 
to help pay for the survey and had 
refused. He said that once the 
proper deeds are issued and the 
properties straightened out, ‘‘assess- 
ment can be carried on because 
each lot has a number.” 

Ald. Breese asked if the Taylor 
Project was being held up because 
of this and was told that it was. 

Reeve Butler wondered if the $300 
could be charged back to the 20 
property owners if the town paid it. 
Mr. Moore told him, “Yes.” 

Mr. Breese felt that this situa- 
tion had been going on now for two 
years and that the people in the 
area in qusetion probably don’t par- 
ticularly care since the properties 
haven't changed hands. However, 
he pointed out that until their Jand 
is cleared the Taylor Project can't 
proceed.

Weeks more of summer color 
from flowering annuals can be 
enjoyed in gardens by starting 
plants under protection before 
freezing weather ends, 

The greatest gain in added 
beauty comes from flowers that 
grow slowly, taking as much as 
ninety days to bloom from seed. 
Most popular of these are snap- 
dragons, petunias and asters, 
which develop slowly to flower- 
ing size. 

Time may also be gained with 
tender varieties, which might 
be killed if sown in the garden 
before danger of frost is over. 
Among these are acroclinium, 
dimorphotheca, lobelia, _mari- 
gold, petunia, phlox drummondi, 
scablosa, verbena and zinnia. 

Sweet peas, though hardy, can 
be started early with advantage 
if the seeds are sown in plant 
bands so the plants can be ‘set 
in the garden without disturbing 
their roots. 

Besides the gain in time, there 


are other advantages from start-|, 


ing flowers in seed boxes, even 
if this is done outdoors when 
the seed could be sown directly 
in the garden, Better care can 
be given infant plants growing in 
a box. The boxes can be kept 
where it is convenient to water 
them daily, and moved to shade 
when the sun grows too hot. 

‘All the seed sown in boxes can 
be made to produce plants by 
transplanting the seedlings to 
other boxes while they are tiny. 
Each plant can then be set ex- 
actly where it Is needed more 
easily and accurately than where 
seed is sown direct. The latter 
course usually involves thinning 
out plants with considerable 
waste. 

Tender, slow growing vegeta- 
ples are usually started early 
before their seed could safely 
be sown outdoors. Tomatoes, 
peppers, and egg plant for home 
gardens are given this head 
start through most of the coun- 
try. Cauliflower for spring plant- 
ing, which must mature heads 
before hot weather comes, re- 
quires an early start in most

sections. Early cabbage, broccoli 
and kohlrabi frequently receive 


it. 

For other vegetables little is 
gained by setting out plants rath- 
er than sowing seed directly in 
the garden row as soon as it is 
safe to do so.

that he, too, had been a Com- 
munist in the “age of disillusion-- 
ment” .but that Communism does 
not appeal to the masses so much 
as to the intellectual, whom the 
Reds flatter. Reuter told him he 
had met Stalin and “didn’t like 
him,” that “Communism was the 
antithesis of all he held dear”... 
“coarseness and sceming were all 
he found under Communism” . . 
so he dropped it. 

Mr, Fisher said that Berlin “is 
an island in a Soviet sea”, and 
that Reuter had strongly advocat- 
eq making that city a “showcase 
of Democracy . . _ which has ap- 
pened.” _.. its effect spreading 
like a prairie fire. 4 

He said that things American 
have caught on in Berlin, even 
their jazz, because the U.S. did 
the right things at the right time 
In contrasting the two parts of 
the divided city Mr. Fisher said 
that the West Berlin was “scintil- 
lating with life and movement” 
and East Berlin, dark, as !f a black 
cloth had been draped over it. 

‘The speaker said he realized that 
free governments can’t be as effi- 
cient as private enterprise, but, he 
pointed out “think of the troubles 
the Communists have in their sys- 
tem. The thought of Communism 
may not be as frightening as we 
think due to the frustration of their 
bureaucracy ... which must entail 
much red tape and inefficiency.” 
He said, too, thal if the Red system 
was so wonderful why couldn't they 
feed their people, when the farm 
lands they control run from the 
middle of Europe to China. “They 
have failed and failed miserably,” 
he said and at one time there were 
between 3,000 and 4,000 refugees 
running away from the Red Heaven 
every day. 

He sald that sometimes we ferget, 
the “absolute butchery” of Commun- 
ism, and that schools are cebased 
to the point of children being used 
to spy on thelr own parents, “To 
prostitute children... what kind of 
society can you have when you snap 
the filial tle... and force people 
to do slave labor?" 

He commented that the Reds en- 
courage refugees to leave their zones 
who have tuberculosis, cancer etc., 
and who can't, or won't, work. 
“vishinsky and his tribe have the 
gall to sit at a pence table In Ber- 
lin and talk of thelr brave new 
world.” 

“Tn Berlin the Reds can't le

House of Commons and to the Ontario Logislitire, Miss 
Agnes Campboll Macphail will have a seenre place in 
the Distory of the country, But tt was not merely for 
{Nose achiovements that she was algnificant during her 
lifetime, Ter strong charaeter and vieh personality 
won her an affection and respect rivalled by few in 
public life in recent decades. No other woman who has 
entered Canadian polities has begun to fill the place 
she ereated for herself in (he * nineteen years she 
sat in the Commona, tt will be long before we see 
her like again, 

Miss Maephail’s views were colored by the baek- 
ground of Ontario farm life from whieh she emerged, 
Shoe was in the diveot tradition of the Clear Grit veform= 
ism whieh had such a profound influence on the early 
polities of this country, Originally, she was elected on 
the anvge of rural discontent w hich followed the First 
World War, but she held her support long after the farm- 
ers’ politieal movement had faded trom view in other 
paris of Ontario, Thoughout her tong career in Ottawa 
she was known for her sense of social justice, and her 
aupport of such causes as prison reform, international 
co-operation, the improvement of rural life, adult educa- 
tion and many other similar interests was consistent 
and vigorous, 

It was, however, as a person that Miss Macphail 
will be remembered by the many thousands with whom 
she came in contact, She was gifted with an exception= 
al wit, and her speeches were as entertaining as they 
were pungent, She had a voice of great flexibility and 
power, and at her best was outstanding among women 
speakers in her generation. She was widely read, a 
close and sympathetic student of human nature, Wise in 
het insights and generous in her judgments. Wor those 
privileged with her personal friendship, there will be a 
deep sense of loss in her death,

Lung Cancer 


London, Feb, 12—(BUP)— 
official British medical committee | 
reported today that there is a def- 
inite “relationship’—not yet clear- 
ly underestood—“between smoking 
and cancer of the lung.” 

Health Minister Ian MacLaod an- 
nounced the findings of the stand- | 
ing advisory committee on cancer 
and radiotherapy to parliament and | 
to a press conference. { 

MacLeod, who chain-smoked 
throughout the press conference, 
reported the following conclusions: 

1. “It must be regarded as es- 
tablished that there is a relation- | 
ship between smoking and cancer | 
of the lung.” 

2. “Though there is a strong pre- | 
sumption that the relationship is 
casual there is evidence that the 
relationship is not a simple one... 

3. “Although no immediate dra- 
matic fall in the death rate coulld 
be expected if smoking ceased since | 
the development of lung cancer may | 
be the development of many factors | 
operating over many years, and al- 
though no reliable quantitative es- 
timates can be made of the effects 
of smoking on the incidence of can- 
cer of the lung, it is desirable that 
young people should be warned of 
the risk apparently attendant on ex- 
cessive smoking. 

“Tt would appear that the risk in- 
creases with the amount smoked, 
particularly of cigarettes.”

The bill to change the Ross 
Memorial Hospital from a Trust 
Hospital to that of an Incorpor- 
porated Non-Profit Public General 
Hospital has been presented to 
the Ontario Legislature. The re- 
sults of this history-making step 
are expected to be known in plenty 
of time to call a meeting early in 
May of an entirely new Association 
in theelLindsay district which will 
be known as The Hospital <As- 
sociation. 

These new developments in the 
current RMH Expansion affairs 
were brought out at a well-attend- 
ed meeting in the Hospital Board 
Room Wednesday, chaired by Mr. 
Vincent Fee. And, after a consider- 
able amount of study and discus- 
sion, it was decided that capital 
accounts be included in the 
overall picture of the Hospital Ex- 
pansion and that funds (over 
the $800 presently in the Expense 
Fund) to cover such be borrowed 
from the bank. The outstanding 
account of The John Price-Jones 
Co. would be included in the hand- 
ling of all capital accounts. 

At the last (January 20) general 
meeting of the RMH Hospital Ex- 
pansion Committee, the executive 
was given power to pick a chalr- 
man and committee with proper 
qualifications to give leadership to 
the formation of the new Hospital 
Association An executive meeting 
on Jan. 25th chose Jasper Forman 
as leader and his committee are 
Mrs. J, Arvil, Mrs. Geo.

Previous to 1886, some 68 years | 
ago, the local society of the Weslyen 
Methodists worshipped in a frame 
house of unfinished and unpainted 
lumber which was situated on the} 
north side of the present store of | 
Mr. William Hewie, across the | 
street. At that time the society was 
a part of the Fenelon Falls circuit | 
which was served by an ordained | 
Methodist minister, assisted by a | 
student preparing for the ministry. 
This society had carried on from 
earlier pioneer days witnessing for | 


Christ and His Kingdom with old | 
time Methodist evangelistic fervour. 

It was reported that “great was their | 
zeal and sacrificial service and that | 

many were added unto the Lord.” 
The last minister at Fenelon Falls 
to serve Cameron before the change, 
was Rev. C. W. Watch, assisted by 
a student, Mr. Drew. . 

In 1886 the Cambray circuit was 
established with the minister resid- 
ing at Cambray. The new minister 
was Rev. Mr, Mears, who left the 
Queen St. Circuit in Lindsay to take 
his new appointment at Cambray. 
Previous to this time the Bible 
Christian and Episcopal Methodists 
in Cambray came together in the| 
Methodist Union of an earlier date, 
so that the new circuit of Cambray 
Weslyan Methodist Church included 
Cambray, Cameron, and Zion Zion 
Bible Christians haviny also become 
Weslyan Methodists at an earlier 
date, The ministers including Rev. 
Mears from 1886 to 1894 were Rev, 
Horton, Metherall Ash, and Ander- 
son, 

During the first year of the min- 
istry of Rev. F. J, Anderson, a min- 
ister beloveg and blessed in his 
labours, the Cameron Congregation 
erected the building which is now in 
use. “It was a great task for our 
forefathers, a church spokesman 
states adding, “but it is a building, 
which’ was not only a tribute to the 
members of the congregation in 
those pioneer days, but one of which 
the members are justly proud of 
to-day,” 

The property was bought from Mr. 
Israel Goodhand and the trustees of 
the church, who negotiated the 
transaction were: Messrs. Phillip 
Northcott, Chas.

Good 
mental health, he added, could ve 
termed the joy of living; it gave a 
feeling of serenity; it meant a gozd 
adjustment of the individual to 
other individuals, to groups of in- 
dividuals, to his surroundings, and 
to the problems of life which chal- 
lenge him; it meant confidenc2 in 
his ability to live. If it is necessary 
to call on stimulants, or the ser- 
vices of psychiatrists, in order to 
face up to the problems of life, 
then, declared Mr. Bennett, you 
were not enjoying good ments! 
health. 

Despite the strides which had 
been made in the past 35 years in 
the treatment of mental ill heaien, 
the cures effected by means of skil- 
ful surgery, shock treatments and 
drugs, the problem of prevention 
was still a formidable one . . - 
“Even if we were to increase the 
number of psychiatrists tenfold, 
and improve treatments ten times, 
I doubt very much if the number of 
people in the insane asylums weuki 
be decreased by more than five per 
cent,” declared Mr. Bennett. That 
the government recognized the ser- 
jousness of this question of mentsl 
health was shown in the recent 
statement of the Hon. Paul Martin, 
Minister of Public Health, who de- 
clared, “Mental health remains 
one of the most challenging prop- 
Jems in the sense it is the great- 
est crippler, since mental ill health 
disables more people than any 
other disorder,” said the speaker, 
adding that one person in every 20 
in Canada will spend some time in 
his life in a mental institution and 
one person in every ten will require 
the services of a psychiatrist. 

Outlining the problems which 
faced the teacher in the schools, 
Mr. Bennett gave a brief outline of 
the program being instituted next 
year by the Lindsay Public Schoo! 
Board. This was designed to assist 
the teacher in the guidance of her 
pupils; it would assist her in her 
dealings with the different types 
of child with which she was con- 
tinually confronted -- the shy child, 
the child who is depressed by con- 
stant follure, the introvert, or day 
dreamer. “Tf you have children 
with a happy robust outlook today,” 
declared Mr. Bennett, “You cannot 
have inmates of mental asylums to- 
morrow.”

Others Say... 


A MENACE 

Are the huge loads of logs being hauled over our 
highways a menace to the motorist? Personally we 
think they are and we think something should be done 
about it. 

It would seem that truckers are vying with each 
other to see who can haul the largest load. The motor- 
jst approaches these tremendous loads with a certain 
amount of trepidation and feels a distinct sense of relief 
when he has got safely by. There is a colossal weight 
jn most loads of logs being hauled and besides the 
wide space taken on the highway (sometimes we are 
quite sure that the loads are in excess of the weight 
called for on the licence, and are wider than the width 
allowed by law) there is always the fear that the chains 
holding these loads are not heavy enough or are worn 
to such an extent that they will break, due to the great 
pressure exerted on them by the load and further ex- 
hausted by the swaying of the trucks on curves and un- 
even highways. 

We contacted the local Dept. of Highways Superin- 
tendent and asked if there was any supervision of 
loading to insure that chains of proper strength were 
being used and were informed that the Department does 
not exercise control over this matter and he referred us 
to the Provincial Police. 

We were told by the police that they do not have 
regulations controlling the manner in which the logs 
are bound to the trucks—they are concerned only in the 
weight of the loads. 

From the information we received, it would appear 
that the safety of the driver of the truck and the public 
using the highways is left entirely up to the truckers. 

No wonder we have a great deal of trouble with our 
roads each spring. It is our firm belief that the high- 
ways as they are now constructed are not made to 
carry the weight of loads being hauled over them. In 
the interest of public safety, more rigid supervision 
should be exercised to see that logs are loaded and 
bound in such a way that the public will be safeguard- 


ed and that overloading be halted to ensure keeping 


the highways from being broken up.

FARM PUBLICATION 

A new attempt at solving the difficult problem of 
getting up-to-date scientific information into the hands 
of Saskatchewan farmers is to begin soon. *An author- 
jtative news magazine is to be published four times a 
year, sponsored jointly by the college of agriculture at 
the University of Saskatchewan and several agricultur- 
al groups. 

The quarterly is intended to succeed where it is fear- 
ed, official bulletins have failed — in the acid test of 
readership. “People will read magazines, while they 
won't read bulletins,’ R. D, Ramsay, director of Lie 
university extension department, believes. Topics relat- 
ed to the application of the results of pure scientific re- 
search in the fields of machinery, soils, livestock, dairy- 
ing, poultry, animal and plant diseases will be covered 
by expert authorities, along with such subjects as 

. marketing. Members of the sponsoring groups will get 
the publication as part of their membership fees; it will 
also go to all officers of agricultural societies, all 
club leaders and agricultural representatives; and other 
individual farmers may subscribe for themselves. The 
first copies, expected to be available in Mid-February, 
may well herald the beginning of the end of the es- 
trangement of the farm expert and the farmer.

guards was really a matter for the 
School Board to handle. 

Ald. McOrae agreed, but he and 
Ald. Lamb disagreed as to the ex- 
tent of the Schoo] Board's respons- 
ibility, Mr. McCrae contending the 
Board was responsible for the pupils 
until they arrived home and Mr. 
Lamb contending that the Board's 
responsibiltiy ended when the child- 
ren left the grounds. The Issu> was 
dropped and the proposed pay in- 
crease for the guard was not ap- 
roved. 


To be or not to be? That's the 
question which hovers over the 
proposal to move police head- 
quarters back to the Town Hall 
this year. Ald. Harrigan disclosed 
that tentative salary increases haa 
been drafted and submitted to 
the Police Dept. for considera- 
tion. I have heard a few rump’- 
ings today -- if our wage offer is 
accepted we may move the police 
office, if it is not, we may have 
to leave it where it is -- we can’t 
spend money in all directions.”

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Hydro bills for the Fire Depart- 
ment were criticized. Mayor Hick 
wanted to know why they were so 
high. Ald. Harrigan also questioned 
the power bill, saying he thought 
it seemed out of line with home and 
commercial rates. Town Clerk Allely 
remarked that the hydro bill for 
the Fire Department included all 
power used in that building which 
also housed the Police Department. 
Ald. Lamb thought fluorescent 
lights would cut costs but Ald. Har- 
rigan didn’t agree. As a basis tor 
comparison Town Clerk Allely 
noted that hydro bills for the Town 
Hall amounted to $323 in 1953, The 
Fire Hall's bills totalled about $420. 
Ald. Breese observed that there 
were far more lights here (the Town 
Hall) than over there (the Fire 
Hall), No action was taken to bring 
about reduced power costs.

Fewer conventions, etc., are to 
be attended this year by members 
of the Fire Department on the 
basis of the proposed 1954 estimate. 
Ald. Harrigan said he didn’t think 
So many conventions need be at- 
tended and the budget was reduced 
to a record low.

The fuel bill for the Fire Hall 
went unchallenged at $900 and a 
tentative $900 budget was approved.

New hose and epuipment was 
considered but set aside pending 
hearing from the Fire Chief, with 
whom contact was proposed to be 
made later in the meeting.

The purchase of dress uniforms 
for firemen was opposed by some 
councillors when the proposed bud- 
get for uniforms was considered. 

Ald. Breese expressed the opinion 
that firemen should have every- 
thing they need to fight fires but 
said he couldn’t see providing them 
with a dress uniform to walk from 
the Fire Hall to their home. 

Ald. Harrigan questioned the 
wisdom of providing the fire cadet 
with trousers to go to work. Some- 
one quipped that he would look 
tunny going to work without pants 
=- especially in cold weather. 

Ald. Lamb observed: “You would- 
n't expect a fireman to go down 
the street looking like a farmer.” 

After further discussion, Ald, 
Breese said he thought if dress 

uniforms were provided they 

should be figured in as salary. 

Town Clerk Allely stated that an 
item now before the Board of Ar- 
bitration provided for a new uni- 
form every year and a greatcoat 
every three years. 

Ald. Harrigan said he didn't think 
the average person got a new over- 
coat every three years. The matter 
was dropped pending further devel- 
opments,

Pay -- extra pay, that is 
for regular firemen going out of 

town to fight fires was sharply 

criticized. It came as a surprise, 
some members said, to learn this 
was the custom, but Town Clerk 
Allely told councillors “Firemen 
have been paid extra to go out of 
town to fight fires for years,” 

Ald. McCrae asked “Why? You 
pay a man to work eight hours a 
day. What difference does il make 
where he works?” 

Mayor Hick: “I don’t think we 
should pay cur regular firemen ex- 
tra to go out of town.” 

Ald. Maidens: “We may have to 
call volunteers,” 

Mayor Hick: “Well, yes, we would 
pay the volunteers but I don’t think 
regular firemen should be paid ex- 
tra.” 

This matter was not pursued far- 
ther at that time.

(Peterborough Examiner) 


The Stratford _Beacon-Herald 
thinks that young people today, 
having everything ready-made for 
them, become bored with life. ‘Yet 
the old-timers had lots of good, 
clean fun, largely of their own cre- 
ation, They did not get bored with 
life at 18, whereas thousands of | 
youths and many young girls have 
been sent to jail, sometimes for 
years, because they flouted mora’ 
codes and even shot some innocen 
person...’ Yes, we have hear 
this many times before, and we 
wonder if it is not our contempor- 
ary who has grown bored with the 
world, rather than the youth of | 
1954. For there is evidence in the 
news that things are not so’ gloomy 
as the Beacon-Herald imagines. A 
recent report showed a marked de- 
cline in what is called ‘juvenile 
delinquency’ during the past five 
years, and we may also point out 
that the illegitimacy rate is lower 
than it has been, in relation to On- 
tario’s population, since first records | 
on this subject were kept. 

Are you bored, boys and girls? 
We see no evidence that you are. 
You give us a pain in the neck, 
every now and then, but that is not 
because you are wicked or aban-- | 
doned, but merely because you are | 
young, and we are growing old.)

How much damage has your 
community suffered this winter 
from fire? How many of your 
friends and neighbours have lost 
property, perhaps even lives, to this 
deadly monster? If you can answer 
“None” to these questions, you are 
among the very few lucky ones. ac- 
cording to the Canadian Institute 
of Plumbing and Heating, which has 
been studying the problem of fire 
hazard in Canada’s rura) districts. 

But whatever the answer may ve, 
you can be sure of one thing. At 
no time, day or night, winter or 
summer, are you completely free 
from the menace of fire. But it 


need not be a deadly menace, pru- 


vided that you are equipped to com- 
bat it, the Institute points out. 


And there are many definite steps 
that can be taken to make the farm 
home .and property safe from too 
Serious damage by fire. 

Of course, strategically Placed ire 
extinguishers and sand buckets are 
common-sense first aid against 
outbreaks. But the most effective 
weapon against fire has always been 
water, and plenty of it. 

Among the many advantages, both 
in profit and convenience, of a run- 
ning water system on the farm, vy 
no means the least is the protection 
it affords against the ravages of 
fire. 

If the farm is not fully piped for 
water, but has an automatic pump 
at the well, this should be the 
headquarters for the farm fire bri- 


| located, should be the screw-on

gade. A length of hose, at least long 
enough to reach the main farm 
buildings, should be kept near vne 
pump, s0 that it can be quickly con- 
nected. It 1s best to keep it in some 
type of building or shelter, to pro- 
tect it from tampering or damage 
by exposure. It's also essential that 
the hose be colled in such a way 
that when it is needed {t will unrou 
quickly and easily. 
It’s not a bad idea to check up 
with the nearest fire department, to 
find out what type of coupling they 
use on their fire engines. Then pro- 
vide your hose with a coupling of 
the same type if possible, so that it 
can be connected up with the engine 
as an auxiliary hose if necessary 
Of course, the {dea] set-up is to 
have hydrants in all the main farm 
buildings, with running water un- 
der pressure at all times, so that 
there is an immediate and adequate 
supply of water for fire-fighting 
purposes when and where needed. 
In unheated buildings, frost-prodt 
hydrants will provide ample water 
regardless of season. 
All faucets, wherever they may be

TO SNAG AGREEMENT 


Negotiations continued for ap- 
proximately three-and-a-half hours 
Mon. p.m. between representalives 
of the Lindsay Hydro Electric Sys- 
tem and employees representatives 
without any final agreement being 
drafted, Proposals and counter-pro- 
posals were gone over clause by 
clause but the upshot of the meet- 
ing was a decision to hold another 
meeting on Thursday night. 

Article 1, known as the “General 
Purpose” article of both the repre- 
sentatives’ proposal and the com- 
mission’s counter-proposal promises 
to be one of the most difficult to 
reach agreement on. 

GE.G_ Kitchen, of the National 


Union of Public Service Employees, | 


insisted at Monday night’s meeting 
that the name of his union be writ- 
ten in or “spelled out" in the bar- 
gaining agreement. It appears in 
clause (2) of the union’s proposed 
General Purpose Article which is 
worded as follows: “The National 
Union of Public Service Employees 
is hereby recognized as the Bar- 
gaining Agent for all the employees 
covered by the wage section of this 
agreement,” The Lindsay Hydro 
Commission's counter proposal a- 


greement does not reaq that way. 
Clause (1), Article 1, reads as fol- 
lows: “The Commission recognizes 


the Group as the sole bargaining 
agent for all regular employees who 
are members of the Group.” And in 
the counter proposal preamble the 
bargaining agent is also referred to 
as the “Group”. 

At no point in hydro-union ne- 
gotiations to date has the union 
been officially recognized as such. At 
the time of the strike settlement the 
agreement reached stated in para- 
graph 1, “The Commission agrees 
to arrange meetings to negotiate 
with its employees (save and except 
office staff and secretary manager) 
or such ‘representative agent’ as 
they may elect, toward a signed 
collective agreement.” 

Opening the discussions last night, 
Mr, Kitchen (for the union) and 
Mr, R, A. Cozens (for the com- 
mission) disagreed on the point of 
specifically naming the union in 
the proposed collective bargaining 
agreement. Mr Kitchen referred to 
the opening paragraph of the 
strike settlement agreement and 
said that “such representative agent 
as they may elect” could now be 
interpreted as Local 31 of the Nat- 
jon@l Union of Public Service Em- 
ployees because “they've elected 
Local 31 as their agent.” 

Mr, Cozens asked if the Commis- 
sion weren’t doing exactly what was 
agreed upon in paragraph one of 
the strike settlement. “We're meet- 
ing here with you for the purpose 
of signing a collective agreement.” 

Mr, Kitchen: “We've got to spell 
it out in the agreement” (referring 
to the name of the Local and Un- 
jon). 

Mr. Cozens: “It appears to me 
that in a matter of two months and 
eights days you are unwilling to 
follow out the agreement signed by 
your Mr. Little, There is nothing in 
the hydro agreement which says we 
must recognize Local 31 or any other 
union.” * 


Mr. Kitchen countered with: “We 


fee] the interpretation of this clause 
is that you will recognize the group 
which is Local 31..." 

Mr_ Cozens recalleq how Mr. Little 
had wanted Local 31 written into the 
strike settlement agreement but that 
ne had agreed to its omission at that 
time. “If in two months and one 
week you are unwilling to abide by 
an agreement heaven help us in 
a year’s time,” he declared. 

Mr. Kitchen declared: “I say you 
shoulg have it written into your 
agreement, You agreed in the firs 
place to recognize the elected repre- 
sentative of the employees which 
is Local 31. You are recognizing us 
to an extent by having us sit here 
and talking with us --- it’s just a 
matter of putting it in the agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Cozens: “If that is so what 
is so important about having it 
written in?” The Commissioner then 
suggested that the clause perhaps 
should be set over for proper inter- 
pretation. 

Mr. Kitchen agreed saying: “I 
think we should leave that until 
we see how far we can go with the 
rest of the agreement. 

Before proceeding with the other 
articles and clauses in the proposed 
union agreement and hydro com- 
mission’s counter proposals, Mr. 
Cozens outlined the Town of Lind- 
say's stand in connection with 
negotiations currently proceeding 
with the firemen, He said he was 
under the impression that while the 
town was in process of arbitration 
with representatives of the firemen, 
it had never recognized any union 
or bargaining agent as a specific or- 
ganization, He said he felt that the 
Hydro commission would be getting | 
out of line if it did this, the com- | 
mission being subservient to the 
Town to an extent, 

Mr_ Kitchen said he thought such 
a move would be a progressive one 
and would not indicate the com- 
mission was stepping out of line. 

Here the matter dropped and the 
various other items in the two 
agreements under consideration 
were studied, No finalization was 
made and the commission and union 
representatives meeting again on 
Thursday night. 

Representing the commission at 
the Monday meeting were Secre- 
tary-manager J. Lightbody and 
Commissioner R, A. Cozens. Em- 
ployees representatives were: G. EB. 
G. Kitchen, Local 31, and hydro em- 
ployees Jas. Hunter and Earl Crim- 
mons,

The Town Council of Lindsay re- 
mained adamant on their stand 
Monday evening to refuse to pay 
the High School Area Board tne 
“extra mill” which the meeting of 
that body last week intimated they 
would sue for if necessdry. 


Council passed a motion to have 
a committee (Alds. Maidens, Mc- 
Quarrie, Mayor Hick, Town Clerk 
Allely, Town Solicitor Fulton) mee’ 
with the Lindsay members of the 
H.S. Area Board (Messrs. Connolly, 
McFadden, Deyell and Forman, Mrs. 
Laidley) to pass .on some informa- 
tion which the Mayor said council 
‘kad in its possession, which he 
hesitated to make public if the 
matter of the mill were to be taken 
to Supreme Court. (The sum in 
question is about $4,500, and any 
court case over. the sum of $1,000 
goes to Supreme Court). 


The Mayor said that he felt that 
council ought to go on record as 
to what it intends to do about the 
matter.

BYLAWS 


Lindsay’s Council gave the neces- 
sary three readings to four bylaws 
on Monday night and passed them. 

Fix Boundaries 

A bylaw to change the Town of 
Lindsay from the present three- 
Ward system (East, Norta and 
South Wards) to four wards (num- 
ber from one to four) was passed 
and will take effect when approved 
by the Ontario Municipal Board. 

Land Use Restriction 

A bylaw to restrict the use of 
land, namely Sunset Court, the Rus- 
sell Taylor project, was passed 
This limits one single-family divel- 
ling to be built on each lot there, 
plus the necessary outbuildings 
which cannot be used for dwellings. 

Amend Pension Plan 

In order that a person who is 
no longer in the employ of the Town 
of Lindsay being able to get back 
what he has paid into the Pen- 
sion Plan, before he is 65 years of 
age, an amendment vylaw to the 
plan was passed by council. It was 
clearly stated in the bylaw thas the 
new amendment only allows hin 
to get back what he himself has paid 
into the pinn, and none of the 
town’s share, all without interest. 

Amend Parking Bylaw 

A bylaw amendment was passed 
restricting the selling of parking 
“stickers” ($5,00 a year to allow 
parking without putting money into

Maidens Forsees 
Possible Hike 
To 60 Mills 


Lindsay’s Council are going to 
have a very busy week! They met 
Monday night and are scheduled 
to meet tonight as well as Thurs- 
day and Friday in order to have 
the 1954 tax rate struck by March 
Ist (next Monday), when they 
will again be mecting. 

Commented Chairman of Fin- 
ance Maidens . . “ve been 
hitting for the same rate as last. 
year -- 50 mills -- but as it goes 
along, you put your hand in the 
hat and poll out 60 mills... and 
we only have control of 25 per 
cent out of the 100 per cent any- 


since it was a question of $280,000, 
he wasn't as yet convinced that the 
new buildings (two schools) are 
needed “this year . . . or eyen next. 
I think the only way is to put it 
to a vote of the people who will be 
paying for it.” 

Ald. Harrigan agreed with the 
Reve. He said he felt a “little like 
Mr. Butler.” As tor the council 
taking the responsibility for the 
Spending of so large a sum, he said 
“Td like to have the people's 
68Y ... 

“If it is to be,” said Ald. Russell 
Lamb, “it ought to be put to a vote 
of the people . . . if they say, nave 
it... then spend it...” 

Ald. Jim McQuarrie, who said 
he had given very careful consid- 
eration to the Board statistics, and 
had cross-checked them wherever 
possible (“And they are pretty 
good statistics"), said that from 
these quoted statistics it was evi- 
dent that in enrolment from 1947 
to 1953 the increase over the pre- 
vious year appears to have been 
‘averaged at about 48 pupils or tne 
equivalent of about oMe and one 
third rooms from 1947 on. There- 
fore, he stated that the 8 rooms 
that have been added to Lindsay 
Schools since 1946 ought to meet any 
requirements up to 1953 pretty well. 
“Even if the increase is the sama 
in the next five years, it gives us 
an idea of where we are going. The 
Board hopes to introduce manual 
training, domestic training, kinder- 
gartens, Senior Public School, etc. 
Personally, when I first heard a- 
bout it I thought it a little large 
(the plan), but after study, and if 
the statistics are right, we will need 
Space over the next five years. Just 
what is to be done in the mean- 
time . . . we will have to either 
rely on the judgment of the Board 
or have a vote of the people. I dis- 
agree with the previous councillors. 
I feel it ought to be settled around 
this table ... it won’t be considered 
in the same way if decided by the 
people, We have a complete brief, 
the average voter will only look at 
it from the standpoint as to need 
or taxation. I would like to see the 
Town's school requirements fully 
met... we may have to meet them 
fully or partially.” 

Mr. McQuarrie continued by ask- 
ing if “we are prepared to pay for 
kindergarten?” He said that in the 
past week he had talked to a lot 


of people about the school pes 
other people whose opinions he res= 
pects. He said that “council must 
face up to the need, musn’t shirk 
its duty just because it seems (the 
plan) ambitious.” He felt that it 
ought to be decided by the Town 
council and not by 2 yote of the 
people.

too,’ he said, “. . . but figuring my

Deputy-reeve Stevens commented 
that he had listened with much 
interest to other members’ com- 
ments, “everyone seems to have & 
much different slant on this |. - 
it is a very big’ problem.” He won- 
dered why all the new schools had 
to be built, why additions couldn't 
be put on to the present’ schools 
for less money. “I'm all-out for 
education of girls and boys - both 
those who are going to make their 
living with their heads and *those 
who will make it with their hands. 
X don’t think council should take 
the responsibility of saddling people 
with that amount of money .- - 
there should be a vote”. 

Ald McCrae said he couldn't see 
why council “shouldn't refer the 
matter back to the School Board 
to see if the program couldn't be 
done in easier steps . . , then have 
a meeting with the Board to get 
the answers we haven't got now. Tm 
not prepared to say ‘yes’ or ‘ng’ until 
we get the answers... .” — 

Ald. Maidens asked how many H 
& S groups had written town to 
voice approval and was told one 
had, Alexandra, He said that this 
was an indiciation He said he wasn't 
arguing about the need for educat- 
jon, but that some councillors had 
gone over the schools which the 
Board say are overcrowded .-. 
“the old rooms are there, they're not 
any smaller . , , there are not as 
many pupils there as there used 
to be .. , present generation doesn’t: 
know anything about overcrowding.” 
He too advocated adding to present 
schools and was skeptical about 
children coming from some of the 
extreme reaches of the Town for 
Grades VII and VIII to the Sr. Pub- 
lic School. 

“T feel some modification 
could be made”, Ald Maidens 
stated, “It’s going to take a lot 
of money . . - the average tax- 
payer here isn’t as wealthy as 
those in other centres perhaps 
we are all aware that this isn’t 
the highest-paid town .. _I feel 
it would put an undue burden 
on perhaps 75 percent of the 
taxpayers . | - I feel it is the job 
of the P.S. Board to sell the idea 
to the citizens .. the cost will 
come as a shock to some people 
_» I feel the ratepayer ought 
to be askeq to vote.” 

Ald. Maidens sald he didn't feel 
council “was side-stepping the issue, 
I feel this is different than an 
ordinary decision , , . didn’t hear 
any ranting and raving when they 
were asked to put artificial ice in 
the Arena, which was a small job 
compared to this.” He suggester hav- 
ing staggered classes as “was done 
here during the war, and as they 
are doing in other centres near here. 
I'd sooner see an empty classroom 
on a present school than an empty 
school, -."” 

Mayor Hick said that council was 
faced with many places where it 
can spend its money |. . roads, side- 
walks, sewers, (repairing and build- 
ing and cleaning), the proposed hos- 
pital expansion, (‘don’t doubt if we 
took the lid off we'd have a mill 
rate of 65 mills or more . . _ we'll 
have to hold down”) . . . all Boards 
and the County want more and more 
money (County Road request is up 
this year) . we spend only 25 
percent of the money anyway . . the 
rest goes to the County and all the 
Boards.”

Lindsay Grant 
To RMH $5,000 
Same As 1953 


Lindsay's council decided Monday 
night to give the same grant this 
year as last to the Ross Mentorial 
Hospital -- $5,000 -- and to keep 
paying for indigent patient care the 
same way as they have been doing. 

A letter had been received from 
Chairman H. S. Johnston of the 
present RMH board saying that 
since council had the Board's fin- 
ancial statement, he didn’t feel a 
deputation was necessary.

Among the patients kept quietly 
at home are patients who are only 
“suspect” and not particularly il | 
“Patients with definite sickness, 
sore throat, and muscle pains or 
stiffness are better at home. Even | 
when there is evidence of paralysis 
they are better at home until the 
acute phase of the illness has passed, 
that is 7 to 10 days, and then admit- 
ted to hospital for physiotherapy -- 
heat, massage, passive movements 
of | arms and legs. 

“The essential or necessary fea- 
ture of home treatment is rest and 
peace of body and mind. Fever may 
be controlled with aspirin and an 
adequate intake of fluids. If there is 
any evidence of involvement of the 
back, the bed may be made flat with 
bedboards between the springs and 
mattress.” These bedboards are not 
expensive and may be purchased 
from surgical supply houses or even 
department stores Sometimes the 
leaves of a dining table may be 
used to keep the bed flat. 

Sleep is the best method of treat- 
ment for early care of poliomyelitis 
and should never be interrupted. 

“Moist heat will relieve general 
muscle tenderness.” Antibiotics 
(germ killers like penicillin and the 
sulfa drugs) are of value in diffi- 
cult breathing when catheterizat- 
fon is necessary, and when there is 
an increase in the white corpuscles 
of the blood (a sign of active inflam- 
mation).

Stationed At Lindsay 7 Years, 
OPP Corporal Retires At 70 


Cpl. Dave Porter, of the OPP, 
who was stationed here in Lindsay 
for seven years, and who was later 
moved to Haliburton, retired rec- 
ently from jong service on his 70th | 
virthday. He took off his Sam| 
Brown belt for the last time in| 
North Bay after a police career that 
dates back almost to the turn of | 
the century. 

His sister, Mrs. G. Qalvert, of | 
Reaboro, showed “The Post” a copy 
of an article from the North Bay 
paper, from which we quote. 

“David Henry Porter, a descend- 
ant of the United Empire Loyalists, 
and whose parents pioneered the 
settlement of his birthplace, was 
born on a Durham Township farm 
in 1883. 

“By the time he was'17, Dave de- 
cided that farming was not for | 
him, and set out for the Town of | 
Lindsay, the county seat. He started 
his working career as a blacksmith’s 
apprentice in 1900. 

“In 1902, a crime wave started to 
sweep Victoria County and Dave 
was sworn in as a special constable 
to help track down cattle thieves 
who were plaguing the district. 

“With blacksmithing as his 
bread and butter work, Dave con- | 
tinued on as a part-time constable | 


until 1924, tracking down criminals | 
who stole cattle and committed 
breakins in Victorla County. 

“It was at this time that Hon. 
Leslie Frost, now premier of On- | 
tario, was a practising criminal 
lawyer at Lindsay. Several of the 
men charged by Dave Porter were 
defended’ by Leslie Frost. 

“Dave used to frequent the Lind- } 
say Curling Club along with the 
man who was one day to head the | 
province and be put forth as poss- 
ible candidate for prime minister 
of the nation. 

“Dave's seniority in the Provincial 
Police force dates back to 1924 when | 
he became 2 hotel inspector with 
the liquor branch of the OPP. In 
that job, he worked to enforce the 
since-rescinded Ontario Temperance 
Act. 

“He still recalls the whopping 
fines levied on bootleggers by courts | 
of the day when a $1,000 fine was 
common. 

“In 1927, Dave, with badge No. | 
280, was put into the uniform he | 
was to wear for the next 26 years. | 
He was stationed at Lindsay for 
seven years. He was then shifted 
to Haliburton where he served| 
throughout the length and breadth 
of Algonquin provincial park. 

“In 1934, he was transferred to 
Mattawa whers he served until 
1940 at which time he came to 
North Bay. 

“While he was in Algonquin Park, 


to police. Some trips would take 
him as far as 185 miles from home. 
Generally, he sald, by the time he 
had travelled by foot and canoe to 
the source of the complaint, the 
trouble was over. 


“Dave's favourite memory as far | 


as major crimes go is that of the 
time he was responsible for break- 
ing up a fur-poaching ring that was 
operating in the park, He received 
word that the poachers were com- 
ing out with furs. He organized a 
posse and posted a crew at each 
portage along the route which the 
fur poachers were to travel. 

“As each canoe drew up to the 
portages, the poachers were nabbed 
by members of the posse and taken 
into custody. In all, 16 men were 
arrested in the ambush and $40,000 
in furs were recovered. 

“Through his long career, Dave 


| has never been shot at, although 


he admits dryly, he has taken 
guns away from people who seemed 
to have the idea. 

“While serving with the provin- 
cial police, Dave served on guard 
duty looking after King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth during the 1939 
visit and again was on the guard 
that watched over the present 


| Queen Elizabeth and Prince Philip 


when they visited Northern Ontario 
in 1951. 


“Dave was the first policeman 


posted to the home of the infant | 
Dionne quintuplets at Callander. | 


He was ordered to rush to the scene 
as a rumour swept in that the child- 
ren were to be kidnapped. He stayed 

at the Dionne residence for two 
weeks but nothing materialized. Atl 


| the end of two weeks regular guards | 


were posted over the Dionne resi- 
dence and Dave went back to his 
patrol. 

“Dave was one of the police as- 
signed to the Kirk case more than 
|e decade ago when the married | 
couple set out from North Bay by 
car to go to Sault Ste. Marie. They 
were never heard of again. He was 


{in charge of dragging roadside 


| lakes where it was feared the Kirk 
ear might have fallen in. 
However, the majority of Dave's 


| activity has been the less publicised 


but just-as-vital job of routine pol- 
ice work. He couldn’t begin to count 
| the number of family squabbles in 
which he intervened. 

“Get both sides to use a little 
common sense and things soon clear 
up,” is Dave's motto.

‘Tests May Start 


Black smoke belching from 
the stack in the picture above 
was a welcome sight to the men 
charged with seeing that the 
newly-poured concrete in the new 
Lindsay Street bridge was given 
every chance to set properly. The 
smoke meant that the firebox of 
the steam engine was getting lots 
of fuel and that there would be 
plenty of steam to keep the con- 
crete warm. To tae right of the 
stack some of the steam provided 
can be seen oozing from the can- 
vas wraps of the concrete span 
which have since been removed. 
The engine which provided the 
steam was a threshing engine 
owned and operated by Leslie 
Wright, R. R. 5, Lindsay, who 
is shown in the lower left hand 
single column picture. Mr. 
Wright, who proudly displayed his 
Traction Engineer’s certificate 
issued by the Ontario Dept. of 
Labour, has been operating steam~ 
traction engines for 33 years. It 
was a bitterly cold day when this 
picture was taken and the engine 
Was working at top capacity. 
Curious to know how he could be 
sure that the boiler was operat- 


ing safely and was in no danger 
of blowing up, “The Post’? asked 
Mr. Wright how such control was 
maintained. Pointing to a glass 
tube above the fire box, he ex- 
plained that as long as water was 
showing from a third to half-way 
along i length, the operator 
could relax. “If it falls below the 
line of vision, he had better get 
busy emptying the firebox,” he 
declared. Having heard that the 
boilers on these engines had been 
known to blow up, Mr. Wrignt 
was asked to explain why this 
would happen. He said that in 
this type of boiler a lead safety 
plug was installed which, if pres- 
sure became too great would 
melt and allow the steam to es- 
cape. Sometimes, he observed, 
these plugs do go out and instead 
of being replaced with the same 
lead type, a permanent plug is 
welded into place and this de- 
stroys the safety feature. If pres- 
sure then gets out of hand the 
chances are the whole boiler 
would disintegrate. He is proud, 
but not boastful, of his accident- 
free record as a traction engineer.

THE HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 

Widespread public interest Is currently being 
focussed on the formation of the new Ross Memorial 
Hospital Association now ™ process, The question 
uppermost in the minds of many people is: “Just what 
is the Ross Memorial Hospital Association and what 
will its function be?” 

In order to present a roasonably cloar outline of 
tho Association and its scope of operations, “The Post” 
contacted the chairman of the organizing committee, 
Mr, Jasper Forman, and here briefly is an outline of 
the Association, its purpose and method of operation. 

First it is a now, permanent. organization provided 
for in a bill now going through the Ontario Legislature 
which will have power to elect from its membership 
soven members of the new Ross Memorial Hospital 
Board of Governors, also provided for in the bill. Thus, 
under the terms of the pill, the new Board of Governors 
will be comprised of: 

(1) The Warden and three members appointed 
by Victoria County Council. 

Tho Mayor and three members appointed by 
Lindsay Council. 

One member of the Victoria County Medical 
Association. 

Ono member of the Ladies Auxiliary to the 
Ross Memorial Hospital Board. 

Seven members appointed by the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital Association. 

It is proposed that the newly-formed Association 
meet around May Ist to elect seven from its membership 
to represent it on the new Board of Governors for the 
hospital. It is stipnlated that, all members and organi- 
zations will have the privilege of voling if their member- 
ship is paid up at the time of the election meeting. (At 
the present time organizations would have only one 
vote but this has not been definitely settled.) 

It is provided that following the May meeting of 
the Association, it will have one or more meetings per 
year at which three items of business will come before 


(5) 


its membership: 

(a) The election of its own officers. 

(b) The election of the seven members to repre- 
sent it on the hospital board. 

(c) The allocation of its own money or funds in 
connection with the hospital expansion program, 

It was further explained by the chairman that 
every membership subscribed to in 1954 will be good 
for the balance of the current year and all of 1955. 

An intensive membership solicitation campaign is 
planned by the Association which will tale in the area 
bounded by Haliburton, Janetville, Cannington, Sunder- 
land, Omemee and Bobcaygeon. The chairman ex- 
plained, also, that the committee hoped to receive in- 
vitations to speak at various meetings of local organi- 
gations at which the purpose and work of the Hospital 
Association would be fully outlined. 

The first public meeting of the Association is to 
be held at Lindsay next Wednesday night In the Legion 
Hall to start the membership campaign off. Speakers 
and entertainment have been arranged and it is the 


Association Committee’s plan to formally open the 
membership drive at that time. 
One further point on which the public should 


be made clear: “The campaign for membership has 
nothing to do with raising money for the provision of 
greater hospital accommodation but al] money collected 
is to be used by the Association for the Ross Memorial 
Hospital in a manner which the Association members 
shall decide at their meetings. 

The membership goal is a minimum of 2,000 from 
the district served by the hospital. A full attendance 
at the inaugural membership campaign meeting Is de- 
sired by the committee in charge so that as many as 
possible may be familiarized with the undertaking.

The film Martin Luther has been showing in Pet- 
erborough since Monday, and because it is a film of 
unusual merit we hope that it is being heavily attend- 
ed. Considered simply as a piece of film-making it is 
a notable achievemont, finely acted and directed by one 
of the masters of film direction of our day, Irving Pichel. 

There will be few people, however, who will con- 
sidor it simply as a piece of film-making. Because of 
ils theme the film is a controversial one, and its ban- 
ning in Quebee has aroused uncommon interest in it. 
It tellg the tale of the sudden and violent upsurge of 
the Reformation spirit which was led by Martin Luther, 
and it tells the tale simply, as a film must, The Refor- 
mation was not in any sense a simple movement and of 
course fault may be found with the film. We have 
seen it, and upon the whole we (thought it good, though 
the relationship between Luther and the Holy See was 
perhaps unduly simplified. Pope Leo X (Giovanni de’ 
Medici) was not an ornament of the Papacy, but he 
was far from being the foolish man shown in the film, 
and his negotiations with Luther were more involved 
and more intelligent than the film would lead us to be- 
lieve. Nor was Luther entirely the man of simple great- 
ness the film depicts. If Mrasmus of Rotterdam had 
possessed Luther's qualities of leadership the Reforma- 
tion would have been vastly more successful than it 
proved. However, it is pointless to find fault with 
history. And as for the Luther film itself, it is remark- 
ably truthful and just, within the limits which a film 
imposes. 

What particularly impresses us about this film, 
apart from its own merits as a depiction of a great 
moment in the history of human thought, is that it Is 
the first film of outstanding merit to present the Pro- 
testant point of view in religion. The Church of Rome 
hag benefited by many films (not, it must be safd, fin- 
anced by the Church) which present its belief and 
practice in the most favourable light; Protestantism 
has not been so fortunate. It would be ridiculous and 
unseemly if there were to arise a celluloid religious 
war, with film rivalling film in presenting first the 
Catholic and then the Protestant view point of contro- 
versy. But it is good to see a film widely distributed 
and widely popular, which gives fine artistic expression 
to the basic Protestant tenet of freedom of conscience.

_Atomic Enorgy Becoming 
A Benefit To Mankind 

No one ever wants war; just to 
think of war's tragedies makes us 
feel that no good could ever come 
from war. However, with war has 
come the discovery of how to split 
the atom and with this great power | 
now available, medical and dental | 
research workers are now better | 
equipped than ever before to fight | 
disease, 

In‘a News Release of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, we learn 
that atomic energy has provided new 
tools of research that point the way 
to vast new knowledge of tooth 
structure, dental disease and den- 
tal treatment, 

There are five reports on new 
dental use of radioactive materials 
in the current issue of the Journal of 
the American Dental Association 
which points out that research pro- 
jects in the field have been com- 
pleted or are in process in 17 insti- 
tutions, including dental schools, the 
National Institute of Dental Re- 
search and institutions of the Armed 
Forces, Some 21 radioactive com- 
pounds have been used in investi- 


The scientists said that the radio- 
active X-ray emitters are so small 
they may be placed in many parts 
of the body, thus making !t possible 
to obtain clearer photographs than 
might be obtained by the usual X- 
rays and to obtain photographs of 
portions of the body heretofore con~ 
sidered inaccessible for X-ray de- 
tection. 

With research workers studying 
atomic energy for use in medicine 
and dentistry in all these institu- 
tions, and medical and dental 
schools, we can look forward to 
rea] benefits to mankind from sour- 
ces Which first had in mind the use 
of atom energy in warfare, that is, 
the destruction of mankind, 


| Living A Full Life For Others 
When we read of what some men 
are doing with their lives, even if 
| we are busy with our own life af- 
fairs that are of some help to others, 
we feel that our lives have been 
almost wasted when we read of such 
men as Dr. Schweitzer, an outstand- 
ing musician and surgeon who is 
spending his life among African 
savages who seek his medical and 


gations. “So many and varied ars | 
these new discoveries about atom 


energy that dental institutions will | 


need to establish radioisotope equip- 
ment (instruments to study atomic 
and X-ray energy) in laboratories 
where graduate students can be 
trained in the use of these new 
tools of dental science.” 

In one of these studies reported 
in The Journal, dental X-rays have 
been taken experimentally without 
the use of X-ray machine. Research 
workers of State University, Co- 
Iumbia, have found radioisotopes 
which act as sources of radiation 
similar to that produced by the 
dental X-ray equipment 

The source of X-ray power comes 
from the small central part (nu- | 
ceus) of certain atoms. “No vacuum 
tube is required and no high voltage 


is necessary, These nuclei, of their | 


own accord and without any outside 
help whatsoever, cause the emission 
of X-rays whose intensity 1s dir- 
ectly proportionate to the number 
of nuclei present.” 


surgical skill He was recently a- 
| warded the Nobel prize. Although 
I've heard of Dr. W, G. Lennox for 
years because of his work among 
epileptics and have mentioned some 
of his achievements, I knew but a 
| traction of his help to mankind. In 
| the trade journal Triangles, the life 
and work of Dr. Lennox, emeritus 
professor of Neurology at Harvard 
Medical School, are described. 

“Dr. Lennox has described himself 
as the general practitioner type of 
person without special endowments 
who works away at a single illness. 
It is true that he has devoted many 
years to the study of a a single ill- 
ness -- epilepsy -- but even a cur- 
| sory survey of his career reveals the 
extreme modesty of his claim. Not 
only is he an outstanding authority 
on epileptic and migraine seizures 
(one-sided headaches) and a distin- 
| guished worker in neurophysiology 

(workings of the nervous system), 

but in 1951 he was joint recipient 
| with Dr. Frederick Gibbs of - the 


Seizure Division of the Children’s 
Hospital in Boston, a prolific author 
and active editor, and a former 
foreign missionary in the Far East. 
He has recelved several degrees 
and the Professorship at Harvard. 

“In 1916, accompanied by his wife 
and two children, he went as a mis- 
sionary to China where for four 
years he served on the medical staff 
of the Rockefeller Pekin Union Me- 
dical College Although {Illness in his 


family compelled a return to the} 


United States, his interest in 
foreign missionary work persisted as 
witness his monograph, ‘Health and 
Turnover of Missionaries, and a 
survey for ‘Laymen's Foreign Mis- 
sions Enquiry Missionary Efforts in 
China and Japan,” 

Dr, Lennox gave many years to 
the study of brain movements in 
epileptics and others, includfhg an 
analysis of the records of 4,000 
epileptic patients and the effective- 
ness of various anticonvulsion drugs. 

Observing the thoughtless neglect 
of the epileptic by the general pub- 
lic and the medical profession, Dr. 
Lennox served for 14 years as presi- 
dent of the International League 
Against Epilepsy and in 1939 or- 
ganized a lay society now known as 
the National Epilepsy League. He’ is 
National Consultant in Epilepsy to 
the Veterans Administration and 
Responsible Investigator for the 
Veterans Epilepsy Center in the 
Boston Veterans Hospital. 

“Not the least of the rare quali- 
ties which have enabled Dr. Lennox 
to make such great advances both 
in medical and social aspects of the 
problem of epilepsy is his ardent 
desire to be of service to the com- 
munity.” 

Having written 220 medical arti- 
cles and a book on epilepsy for the 
layman (Science and Seizures), Dr. 
Lennox is preparing a book which 
will summarize 30 years of research 
on convulsive seizures and their 
treatment. 

Such a life commands our deepest 
admiration.

Prepare Basic Rules 
For Pasture Management 

The Maritime Fertilizer Council | 
has prepared a number of basic 
rules on pasture management for 
the guidance of cattlemen. The | 
council realizes, of course, that good | 
pastures can result in added income | 
to farmers , , and here are the 
rules: 

For a long-term pasture, one 
should select the very best land 
with a good sod, as near to the 
barn and water supply as possible. | 

If fencing is convenient and | 
cheap, rotational grazing in two or 
three fields will assist materially in | 
keeping a good sward and allow 
white clover to go to seed. This is | 
a good precaution in case of severe | 
winter killing. | 

Complete fertilizers consisting of | 
nitrogen phosphorus and potash are | 
generally necessary. Should the soil | 
be extremely acid and can’t conveni- 
ently be put into a cultivated ro- 
tation, a top dressing of lime should 
be applied . . preferably in the Fall. | 

It’s much cheaper to treat a good | 
soil with fertilizers and by harrow- | 
ing, than to plow and re-seed it for 
pasture purposes. If the sod is gone, | 
there is no option. 

Fertilize at least half an acre 
for each full-grown animal, 

Keeping the grass well grazed 
early in the season will encourage 
wild white clover to develop in 
place of poorer grasses , . thus in= 
creasing the nutrient value of the 
| herbage and making the late sum- 
| mer pasture better. 

; On naturally dry sofls, if fresi 

| water is handy, it often will pay to | 
| install a spray or other irrigation | 
| system, | 

Do not overgraze late In the Fall | 
as strong plants will make better 
early pasture the next spring, Shade 
in the pasture and protection a- 
| gainst flies should be provided. 
Grazing on oats sown as a nurse 
| crop to clover and timothy has 
been found an excellent supplemen- 
tary pasture for part-time grazing 
without injury to the new seeding. 

An acre of oats fertilized at seed- 
ing time with 400 to 500 pounds 
of high nitrogen fertilizer such as 
6-12-6 or 5-10-5 should give an hour 
or two daily grazing for six or seven 
cows when oats are 10 to 12 inches 
high for a period of at least two 
weeks.

A missionary from Fenelon Falls, 
who has been working for the past 
eight years in Nigeria, is home for 
@ year's leave. Miss Edith Milloy 
was interviewed by “The Post” and 
fascinated her listener with a vivid 
description of her life avd work 
on “the Dark Continent.” She ts 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Milloy. 

Miss Milloy is a member of the 
Sudan Interior Mission, which, she 
explains, Is an interdenominat‘onal 
mission. Miss Milloy points out 
that she, within that mission, is 
supported by William Street Bap- 
tist Church in Lindsay, of which 
she is a member. 

Miss Milloy went to her African 
mission eight years ag)? und has 
been home once since. Asked what 
led her to missionary work, Miss 
Milloy stated that white she was 


working as a legal stenog.apher in | 


Toronto (she attended Buke> Busi- 
ness College here in 1938-39) she 
came to know the Lord as her per- 
sonal Saviour and offered her life 
to Him for His service. 


need,.and the command of Christ,” 
she said. After being called s.2 at- 
tended Prairie Bible Institute in 
Three Hills, Manitoba, for three 
years. 

She went on to explain that the 
Mission carries on work in Nigeria, 
French West Africa, Liberia, Ethio- 
pia. Anglo-Egyptian Sudan and 
Aden, Arabia... 
missionaries in the field from varl- 
ous denominations and countries. 
In order of the number of mission- 
sries working there, the countries 
are United States, Canada, British 
Isles, New Zealand, etc. Miss Milloy 
told “The Post” that it was 60 
years ago that missionaries of this 
mission first went into the interio~ 
of the Sudan, some of them walking 


500 miles to get there, a great feat | 


of faith and endurance! 

Miss Milloy’s post is at Or> Agor, 
300 miles north of the principal 
port of Nigeria, Lagos. Theze she 
operates a girls’ school with an at- 


tendance of 70 pupils, memters of | 


the Yoruba tribe. 


An interesting fact about her 


work there is that Miss Milloy is | 


so fluent in the Yoruba tongue, and 
epeaks it all day, 
only at mealtimes with the other 
missionaries, that she she 
sometimes has to think twice b fore 
using some English words! Though 
the Yoruba tongue has very simple 
grammar, She says that it “is high- 
ly-intoned, with one word having a 
possible seven meani , by giving 
it a different intonation.” 

She said she learned the tongue 
in about eight months, from the 
local African pastor, who, though 
he spoke English, conversed almost 


entirely with her in the new (to| 


her) tongue, in order that she 
might learm it the more qui!nkly, 
The Yoruba are mainly a farming 
people, their principal crops being 
yams, guinea corn, maize and cas- 
sava (from which starchy roots 
tapioca, etc., is made). 


At the Oro Agor mission there are | 


two other women missionaries 
working with Miss Milloy. She says 
they are Miss Lang, of Iowa, U.S.A., 
who has seen 28 years miss:onary 
service, and is a nurse, tating care 
of the dispensary and church work 
(13 churches), and Miss Sauer, of 
Saskatchewan, in charge of the or- 
phanage which houses sonie 90 or- 
phans. 

Questioned about the weither In 
her part of Africa, Miss Milley sald 
that the “cool” season was from 
July to September when the climate: 
is almost about the same a3 it is 
here during that period. The area 
is only 7 degrees north of Ln» equa- 


tor, and she says for the rest of 
the year it is hot, the \4ottest 
months being right now, February 


and March. She said that at present 
on such a day as today, between 12 
noon and 3 p.m. it would be well 
over 100 degrees in the shade! 

The rainy season, she continued, 
begins In April and extends into 
September or October, which ts also, 
of course, the growing season, She 
states that one thing about ‘he rain 
there, which comes down in tor- 
yential tropical downpours, iy that 
it rains about the same time each 
day. “It's rather convenient to 
know when it is going to rain,” she 
smiled. However, she pointed out 
that a terrific wind accompanies 
the rain at times, especially at the 
peginning and the end of the rainy 
season. 

Politically, Miss Milloy said, 
Nigeria Js not as chaotic as some 
other African areas. She sald that 
jt is simply that Nigeria wonts ner 
independence apd is supposed to get 
jt in 1956 

She said that @ year or so ago, 
when the Africans formed their 
House of Assembly, a member sug- 
gested that the missionaries leave 
at the same time as the British 
government makes its exit, but the

Miss Milloy intimated 
that the people appreciate the work 
in education and health that is 
being done for them by the mission- 
ary groups. 

Miss Milloy opined that “Netion- 
alistic feeling is greater in tne 
larger centres in Africa where there 
isn’t the same personal contact | 
| with Europeans (or whites).” 
| The present Governor tliere is 
Jonn McPherson, who represents 
| the Crown in the colony. She says 
he gives full co-operation to the 
| missionaries in their work. 
| Miss Milloy was most happy to 
state that the missionaries receive 
full co-operation from the African 
Church. She said actually “the 
missionary is just-as a scaffold un- 
til the church is built. Our church 
in the Yoruba tribe is governed by 
a@ council made up of two-thirds 
Africans and one-third missicnar- 
jes... in preparation for the day 
| when, even if it is not necessary, 
(through force), to leave, we will 

. go to other lands who have not 
heard the Word .. .” 

All those who have met Miss Mil- 
loy will have been impressed with 
her quiet maner of calm devotion | 
to duty. From her warm smile, and | 
hearty handshake, one can under- | 
stand why she has had marked 
success in leading people to know 
| God.
